W a s h i n g t o n , F eb ru arv 4 th .—1T he H ouse 
jo in t resolution, au th o rizin g an investiga­ 
tion of th e books, accounts and m ethods of 
th e Pacific R ailroads, w hich was reported 
from th e Senate Ju d iciary C om m ittee this 
m orning, retain s n o th in g b u t the enacting 
clause o f the m easure as it passed the 
H ouse. 
It authorizes th e P resident to ap ­ 
po in t th ree Com m issioners, at $750 per 
m onth each. 
Section 2 m akes it th e duty 
o f th e Com m ission to ex am in e in to th e 
w orkings and financial m anagem ent o f ail 
Pacific roads th a t have received aid from 
th e G overnm ent in b onds; to see w h eth er 
th e ir obligations to the G overnm ent have 
been com plied w ith ; w hether the books 
an d accounts have been kept so as to show 
th eir net earnings: w h eth er there has been 
a division of earnings th ro u g h th e con%. 
structive m ileage allow ance, or for im ­ 
proper purposes ; w hether there lias been a 
discrim ination of rates ; w hether any, am i 
how 
m uch, m oney is 
due 
th e U ni­ 
ted States on 
account of th e errone­ 
ous accounts o r settlem ents 
m ade 
by 
said 
roads. 
T h e 
C om m ission 
is 
to 
ascertain and report th e nam es of all the 
stockholders of each of th e com panies, 
from its organization dow n. 
T h e salaries 
o ’ o v tr $5,000 now or at an y tim e paid to the 
officers; the nam es of persons w ho have 
received a bonus or donations, an d all pay­ 
m en ts m ade u n d er the head o f legal ex ­ 
penses. 
T h e C om m issioners are required 
to consider and rep o rt w lie’her th e interest 
o f th e U nited States requires an y extension 
of tim e for the perform ance of th e obliga­ 
tions of the com panies, and w hat fu rth er 
security it is expedient th a t th e com panies 
should give. 
T he C om m ission is arm ed 
w itli full pow er to com m and th e atten d ­ 
ance of w itnesses ano th e production of 
books an d papers. 
O ne hu n d red th ousand 
dollars is appropriated for th e purpose of 
investigating w henever, in th e opinion of 
the 
President, 
it 
is 
deem ed 
neces­ 
sary 
to 
the 
protection 
of 
th e 
in ­ 
terests of th e G overnm ent. 
T h e Secretary 
of 
the 
T reasury 
shall 
declare 
p ara­ 
m o u n t the lien 
m ortgage or 
other in ­ 
cum brance. and it is m ade th e d u ty o f th e 
A ttorney-G eneral to tak e the necessary 
proceedings in Courts for sachredem pj^on. 
an d to foreclose any m ortgages or liens of 
th e U nited States in respect of such rail­ 
road property. 
Section 5 provides th at 
from and after Ju ly 1. 1887, there shall be 
charged th e C entral Pacific, U nion Pacific, 
central branch of th e U nion Pacific R ail­ 
way Com panies, Sioux City <fc Pacific R ail­ 
w ay C om pany an d K ansas City Railw ay 
C o m p an y -10 per cent, o f th e n et earnings 
in place of 25, the per cent provided for in 
th e Act of May, 1SS0, so far as the sam e 
affects th e com panies m entioned in said 
A ct, a n d a s to others herein m entioned ab­ 
solutely, and to th a t end the A ct of M ay 
7th is extended to the K ansas Pacific, 
Sioux City and central branch o f the U nion 
Pacific. 
T h e six th an d last section a u th o r­ 
izes th e investm ent of sin k in g funds in 
an y G overnm ent bonds issued for th e ben­ 
efit of th e roads, o r in th eir first m ortgage 
bonds.

T H E CHICAGO K N I * T S . 


Thi*\ H ectare W ar A g ain st th e P ark in g 
lltm -e o f A rm o u r A Co. 


C h ic a g o , F ebruary 1th.—T h e K nights of 
Labor are recklessly p u rsu in g th eir in ten ­ 
tion to «exterm inate P. I •. A rm our, and 
W ednesday night D istrict A ssem bly No. 24 
appointed com m ittees to visit nearly 300 
local firm s w ho have been using his m eats 
and notify them th at unless they cease to 
deal w ith A rm o u r at once, an d absolutely, 
th a t a rigid boycott w ill be placed on tlieir 
establishm ents. 
A m ove of th is k in d is 
considered one of th e m ost im p o rtan t m ade 
by th e K nights since th e estab lish m en t of 
th eir organizations. 
T h ey do not care so 
m uch about the oth er in lln en tial packers, 
b u t in A rm o u r th ey say they h ave found 
an enem y to th eir cause, an d in th e hope 
o f crushing him th ey have not only boy­ 
cotted his firm th ro u g h o u t th e county, but 
now propose to treat sim ilarly those w hole­ 
salers and retailers w ho purchase an d sell 
b is products. 
- 
A bout two m o n th s ago A ssem bly No. 
56 of the “ Packingtow n m e n ” an d th e 
S ailors’ D istrict A ssem bly issued a boycott 
against A rm our and endeavored to get the 
E xecutive Board o f D istrict No. 24 to in ­ 
dorse it, b u t at th at tim e conservative m en 
w ere in th e E xecutive B oard an d w ould 
not consider the m atter. 
T h e socialists in 
D istrict 24 m ade a trem endous effort. and 
at the election on the first of th e year suc­ 
ceeded in ousting th e conservative m en 
an d electing an E xecutive Board of rad i­ 
cals. 
As soon as th is was accom plished 
th e boycott m atter was brought u p again, 
an d last n ig h t's action is th e final result. 
A s the th ree D istrict Assem blies m entioned 
com prise all the K nights in Chicago and 
Cook county, the atluir is considered rath er 
serious. 
A rm o u r professes to fee! no con­ 
cern. 
H e says th a t th e dam age, if an y is 
done by the enforcem ent of th e boycott, 
w ill tie to sm all dealers, w ho m ig h t be 
forced to the w all by the arb itrary conduct 
of th e radical elem ent of th e K nights. 


T H E 1510 ST R IK E . 


T h ro a t to Stop tlie W h eels o f a ll In- 
d aatrle* . 
N ew Y ork, F ebruary 4th.—T h e Tribune 
s a y s : 
T h e situation in regard 
to the 
strikes now in progress m ay be sum m ed 
u p th u s ; 
W h ile in som e directions the 
strik e is spreading slightly, and w hile m ost 
o f the steam ship, coal and transportation 
com panies, as w ell as the general business 
interests of th e city are suffering serious 
loss, th e com panies against w hom the 
strik e is directed, are daily getting in better 
condition to resist tb e dem ands made; they 
are getting m ore m en and doing better 
w ork. 
T h e only hope the strikers have of 
success is so to ham per business as to bring 
about a settlem ent by arb itratio n . 
T h ere 
are n o w o n the stri!^ nearly 40.000 m en 
w ith perhaps h alf th a t nu m b er out of w ork 
th ro u g h th e stoppage of business incident 
to the strike. 
D espite th e fact th a t th e 
strik e is losing ground, m ore tuen were 
throw n o u t of w ork yesterday by its iullu- 
ence. 
Som e engineers decided th a t th ey 
w ould not han d le non-union coal, and. in 
consequence, th e em ployes of E. S. H ig­ 
gins >t Co.'s carpet factory, at E leventh ave­ 
n u e an d F o rty -th ird street, are again out 
o f w ork. 
T h e brew eries o f B eadiestone & 
W o ersan d Bavid Stetson have sh u t dow n, 
because th e engineers refused to han d le 
n o n -union coal, and because the m atters 
refused to han d le non-union grain. A t the 
lieadquarters of th e D istrict A ssem bly it 
w as said oth er factories w ill probably be 
closed shortly. 


THK 
STOPPAGE o f 
IN IIESTRIES 
SUGGESTED. 


N e w Y o r k , F eb ru ary 4 th .—T h e C ounty 
G eneral C om m ittee of tb e U nited Labor 
p arty adopted the follow ing resolution last 
n ig h t: “ T hat if, in the opinion o f those 
now conducting 
th e strike, it becom es 
necessary to ca',1 o ut on th e strik e m en of 
o th er branches of in d u stry affiliated w ith 
o u r party, w e recom m end th ey obey the 
sum m ons, even to the point of stopping all 
th e w heels o f in d u stry , an d in tim e they 
m ay learn how necessary to society pro­ 
ducing w orkers are.” 


SUGAR AFFECTED. 


N e w 
Y o r k , F eb ru ary 4 th .—S u g a r, 
as 
well as coal, is affected by tb e strike. 
A 
p ro m in en t firm , in its w eekly circular, 
states th at, com pared w ith th e sam e tim e 
last year, tbe m eltings at th e refineries have 
decreased 12,533 tons since Ja n u a ry 1st. 
an d prices are 1 1 lii cents low er on m ost 
grades. 
T he refiners' stocks m eanw hile 
n atu rally increased. 


s t e a m s h ip s d e l a t e d . 
N ew Y o r k , F eb ru ary 4 th .—T h e W h ite 
S tar steam ship R epublic an d th e C an ard 
lin e steam ship City o f Chicago, scheduled 
to sail to-dav w ith th e tran satlan tic m ails, 
w ill not be able to get off because o f the 
strike. 


i m f b o v e m e x t i k c o n d i t i o n o f a f f a i r s . 
T h ere w as a slig h t im provem ent in con­ 
d ition o f affairs o n th e river front th is 
inofili.ng. 
T he i'es.'jjsh ip com panies are 


n early recovered from th e stagnation of 
business th a t the strik e at first caused, and 
are m oving freight w ith m ore dispatch than 
on any o f the past four or five days. 
No­ 
w here is this m ore noticeable than on the 
E ast river front. 
Steam ers are being got 
aw ay on th eir regular days, and freight 
lines are once m ore receiving and deliver­ 
ing goods. 
In m ost cases the w ork on the 
steam er piers is being done by green m en, 
and on th e freight lines by the deck hands 
o f th e freight boats. 


j o in e d t h e s t r ik e r s — d if f ic u l t y in m o v­ 


in g f r e ig h t . 
T he calkers and joiners at w ork repair­ 
ing th e G uyandotte, th e Old D om inion 
steam er th at was dam aged by th e explo­ 
sion o f an infernal m achine, struck to-day. 
T hey h ad no grievance, but struck o u t o f 
sy m p ath y w ith th e freight-handlers. T h eir 
places w ill be filled to-m orrow by n o n ­ 
union m en. 
T he coopers em ployed along 
th e piers w ith the m illw rights joined the 
strike to-day. 
T he Italians w ho took the 
place o f th e strikers at th e H udson river 
depot quit w ork this afternoon. 
T he L ehigh Valley C om pany closed its 
pier gates at 3 p . m . T he P ennsylvania and 
Jersey C entral, and in tact all th e other 
piers along the river front, had th e sam e 
blockade and difficulty in m oving freight. 


PROVISION’S FOR TH E FA M ILIES OF STR IK ER S. 


N e w Y o r k . F ebruary 1th.—A t th e head­ 
q u arters of th e Ocean Association to-day, it 
was said th a t S m ith & M cNeith, restaurant- 
keepers, lm d agreed to supply a quan tity 
o f provisions for th e fam ilies of the strik ­ 
ers, and that m any landlords h ad agreed 
not to press them for rent. 
Supplies were 
offered also by the butchers and bakers. 
T h e strikers on the pier of tb e N ew H aven 
and H artford R ailroad, on E ast river, were 
to-day 
adm itted into tb e U nion. 
T his 
m akes over 400 adm itted this w eek. 


T H E COAL HANDLERS' S T R IK E IN BROOKLYN. 
N ew Y ork, F ebruary 5 th —A. M.—B rook­ 
lyn had th e latest 'ievelopm ent o f the 
strike yesterday. 
T he troubles of tbe 
B rooklyn coal dealers 
w ere 
intensified 
w hen in tb e m orning th e yardm en, cart 
m en and shovelers on alm ost every yard 
m tb e city stopped w ork in obedience"to a 
o rder 
received 
from 
Lffstrict 
As 
sem bly No. to. 
T1 e strik e added about 
one thousand n en 
to th e arm y of u n ­ 
em ployed, and a’m >st p u t com plete stop to 
delivery of coal all over th e city. 
T he 
yardm en told th iir em ployers they would 
rem ain at th e yards, a n d w ould clean and 
care for the horses, b u t w ould not h an d le 
coal. 
P olicem en w ere sent to th e various 
yards, and in som e cases w ent out on tiic 
wagons to protect non-union drivers. 
Sev­ 
eral loads of coal, w hich w ere under police 
protection, were dum ped into th e street by 
strikers. 


sig n ed th e Hill. 


W a s h i n g t o n , F eb ru ary 4th.—T h e P resi­ 
dent has signed th e interstate com m erce 
bill. 
T he signing o f th e bill was in full 
accordance w ith th e opinion o f A ttorney- 
G eneral G arland, rendered to him on last 
M onday, and it is very well understood to 
be in accord w ith the views of th e CabinoL 
T he A ttorney-G eneral was asked to-niglit 
to give his views in regard tho th e bill, and 
explain w herein it differed from the Senate 
bill o f tw o years ago, w hich he opposed on 
th e ground th at it w as unconstitutional. 
H e declined to do so, saying th a t he re­ 
garded th e opinion h e h ad given to the 
P resident on th e subject as strictly confi­ 
d ential. 
It is learned, how ever, from tru st­ 
w orthy sources, th a t th e A ttorney-G eneral, 
as w ell as the P resident, considers the 
bill w hich has ju st becom e a law , freed 
from all m aterial features w hich w ere ob­ 
jectionable in th e Senate hill of tw o years 
ago. 
A ccording to this inform ation, tbe 
A ttoruey-G eneral's objection to th e old bill 
was to th e vast pow ers of legislative and 
judicial character th a t were given to the 
Com m ission. T he A ttorney-G eneral is said 
to hold th a t the present bill does n o t con­ 
fer judicial pow er on the Com m ission, but 
pu ts them in Courts on th e report from tbe 
Com m issioner, and th at it does n o t confer 
legislative power, except in th e fourth sec­ 
tion (the long and short haul clause), an d 
th at tills is w arranted by aum berless pre­ 
cedents in the leg islan te history of the 
G overnm ent. 
Tli«* K ailro ad A .to ’iieys R ill. 
W ashington, F ebruary 1th.—T he Senate 
has passed—30 to 14—tbe railroad atto r­ 
neys bill, v irtually in the sam e shape as 
H o ar’s am endm ent. 
T he follow ing is the 
text of b ill: 
T h at it shall be unlaw ful for 
an y m em ber of eith er house of Congress to 
accept em ploym ent as an attorney-at-law , 
or th e paym ent for services of any kind, in 
opposition to th e U nited States, in uuycase 
to w hich th e U nited States m ay he a party, 
or in w hich its interests m ay he concerned; 
or from an y railroad com pany, if such 
m em bers sh all have reasonable cause to 
believe that tbe m easure specially affecting 
tlie interests of sucli com pany are pending 
before Congress, or are about to be so pend­ 
ing du rin g his term of service. A ny person 
w ho violates tbe provisions of this Act 
shall be guilty o f m isdem eanor, and m ay 
be punished by im prisonm ent not exceed­ 
ing one year, or by tine not exceeding$500, 
or by both, in th e discretion of th e C ourt. 
T rouble B etw een tlie C hicago P u b lish ers 
a n d th e P rin te rs . 
Chicago, F ebruary 4th.—T here are pre­ 
m onitions of a difficulty betw een the p ub­ 
lishers o f th e Chicago daily papers and th e 
T ypographical U nion. 
T he U nion has ad ­ 
vanced th e price of com position from 37 
cents per 1.000 em s. on afternoon papers., 
to 40 cents, and on m orning papers from 40 
cents to 45 cents, and have given publishers 
th e necessary th irty days’ notice. 
T he 
publishers decline to accede to the advance, 
and dem and that th e question shall be su b ­ 
m itted to arbitration. 
T he printers, on tbe 
o ther hand, say they have been beaten 
tw ice by arbitration, and that they will not 
su bm it their claim s to any such tribuí al 
again. 
I t is difficult to tell w hat th e result 
w ill be, as all th e publishers stand together. 
T he contest w ill be w atched w ith consider­ 
able interest, as it involves the si uations 
of 400 or 500 then. 
T he U nion m en claim 
th at there are very few non-U nion m en in 
Chicago, and th at th e publishers w ill have 
to com e to th eir term s or stop publication. 
A K uinous W atersp o u t. 
N a sh v ille, F ebruary 4th.—A dispatch 
from Carthage, T enn., dated th e 3d inst., 
to the American, says : 
C hestnut M ound, 
ten m iles above here, was visited last night 
by a w aterspout, w hich carried death and 
destruction in its wake and alm ost ruined 
th a t section of country. 
N ear m idnight a 
solid body of w ater was precipitated and 
sw ept dow n th e valley w ith terrible force. 
O ne sm all branch rose fifteen feet in a few 
m inutes. 
H ushing upon 
David B ush's 
house, the w ater lifted the structure from 
its foundation ‘ and the building fell to 
pieces and floated aw ay. B ush a n d his fam ­ 
ily being asleep, were unaw are of the d an ­ 
ger until they were throw n from th eir beds 
into th e water. 
T b e darkness was so in ­ 
tense th at B ush was unable to render as­ 
sistance to his fam ily, but w hen he m ade 
his w ay out of th e water, he found all had 
escaped w ith ih e exception of his 10-year- 
son. 
T he little fellow was heard crying 
for help, and B ush again plunged into the 
flood, b u t could not rind th e lad. and was 
caught in som e drift-w ood and narrow ly 
escaped being drow ned. 
T he body of the 
boy was found th is m orning and buried. 
DirtAfttrnus F loods. 


C in c in n a t i, 
F ebruary 4 th .—T be river 
reached 54 feet 6 inches at 10 o’clock this 
m orning, and is still rising at the rate of an 
inch an hour. 
T he apparent deflection to 
th e north o f the cold wave increases the 
possibility of 
a 
disastrous flood here. 
Access to th e C entral passenger depot is 
now cut off, freight m ovem ents are also 
seriously endangered, and a little m ore 
rise will cut off som e of th e freight depots. 
D isastrous floods are reported in the Big 
S andy. L ittle M iam i am i L icking rivers. 
A t F alm outh, on th e latter river, the dis­ 
tilleries and saw m ills, and o th er m an u ­ 
factories, were subm erged, and suffered 
m uch loss. T h e river w as full ot the con­ 
tents o f the fields and granaries, and m any 
bridges and tu rnpikes were c a rrie l aw ay 
throughout th e country. 
A t B utler, the 
Licking was w ithin a few inches of the 
highest m ark know n, w hich was in 1884. 
In N ew port, Ky., there is already consider­ 
able encroachm ent on th e low er portions 
of the city. 
Six inches m ore of w ater will 
cut off the. street car travel betw een N ew ­ 
port and Covington. 
T he outlook is not so 
favorable as it was last night. 
R escue o f « P rlso u er by H is C onfederates. 
P ittsburg. F ebruary 4tb.—Last night de­ 
tectives H oebne and lln llig a n , of Cleve­ 
land. left here, having in charge H arry Mc- 
M unn. charged w ith com plicity in an ex­ 
tensive fur robbery in th at place, am o u n t­ 
ing to $10,000 in value. 
\ \ hen th e train 
reached A lliance, O., five m en got aboard, 
and, w hen R avena was reached, m ade a 
concerted attack on th e detectives, w ith tiie 


view o f rescuing th e prisoner. 
A tight e n ­ 
sued, and one ot the detectives (H ulligan) 
received seven bullet w ounds and H oehne 
five. 
Som e of th e assailants w ere also 
w ounded. 
T he rescuers succeeded in es­ 
caping w ith M cM unn. 
B oth o f the de­ 
tectives were sent to Cleveland. 
T hey are 
still liv in g /b u t are not expected to recover. 
R eciprocity w ith Spain. 
N ew Y o rk , F ebruary 4th,—T he Herald 
says: An enterprising new spaper in H a ­ 
vana, called La Lucha, has taken so great 
an interest in th e possibility o f getting a 
satisfactory treaty out o f th e U nited States, 
as to have three colum ns o f interview s 
cabled from W ashington to H avana. 
T he 
gentlem en interview ed w ere Jo h n W . F os­ 
ter, late U nited M inister to S pain, and 
S enor M urgua, the present Spanish M in­ 
ister to this country. 
L a Lucha's corre­ 
spondent in W ashington questioned th e 
S panish M inister about tb e treaty as fol­ 
low s : 
• 
. 
“ Is there in the convention signed by 
you an d Mr. B ayard a clause by w hich it ¡3 
lim ited in th e duration 7" 
“ T h ere is none w ritten,” h e replied, “ but 
one exists privately.” 
“ A nd are you "actually occupied in ne­ 
gotiations for carry in g o u t a reciprocity 
treaty ?” 
" N o , 1 am n o t engaged in negotiations 
for tb e definite treaty w hich occupies the a t­ 
ten tio n in M adrid of Senor M orel, M inister 
of State, and M r. C urry, U nited States M in­ 
ister to S pain.” 
“ Do you th in k a favorable result w ill be 
reached ?” 
“ I do n o t doubt a desirable result w ill 
be read ied ; but in case it should not be 
read ied by th e end of M arch, I favor and 
recom m end engaging in a policy of coer­ 
cion.” 
“ Do you have confidence in a system of 
rep risals?” 
“ R eprisals are th e only effective m ethod 
by w hich A m ericans can be show n, at last, 
tb e consequences. 
I believe th a t is the 
attitu d e taken by the G overnm ent in M ad­ 
rid .” 


W a s h i n g t o n , F eb ru ary 4th.—Y our re­ 
porter called on th e Spanish M inister to ­ 
day for the purpose of verifying an in ter­ 
view published by a H av an a jo u rn al, in 
w hich the M inister is represented as saying 
that, unless negotiations for carrying out 
the reciprocity treaty between Spain and 
the U n ited States reach a favorable result 
by th e 1st of M arch, he favors coercion. 
T be M inister was engaged and could not 
see y o u r reporter, b u t sent w ord that tiie 
interview was authentic, and his views 
were accurately and correctly given. 
S ecretary M anning to tic Im p each ed . 
W ashington, F ebruary 4th.—1T he Even­ 
ing Star to-night says : T his evening or to­ 
m orrow evening a nu m b er of m em bers of 
both parties in th e H ouse intend to hold a 
conference for the purpose of draw ing up 
resolutions of im peachm ent against Secre­ 
tary- M anning for violating the law s of 
Congress 
in 
his 
official 
acts. 
T his 
m ovem ent 
is 
being 
prom oted# 
by

grows 
directly out o f w hat they

W ashington, F ebruary 4th.—T here has 
been considerable talk in 
W ashington 
over th e reports published in E astern new s­ 
papers th at Senator H earat’s seat w ould be 
contested by V room an. 
T h e basis of th e

H e did so. and said : “ Y our heart 
has gone dow n to seventy.” 
I th en laid 
dow n on the lounge, and said, “ W ill yon 
take it again ?” 
H e replied, “ W hy, it is 
only sixty-four: w hat an extraordinary 
th in g !” 
I th en said. " W hen you lie down 
at nig h t th a t is th e w ay n atu re gives your 
heart rest. 
Y ou know n o th in g about it, 
h u t th at heating organ is resting to tiiat 
e x te n t; if you reckon it up it is a’greatd eal 
of rest, because in lying dow n the h eart is 
doing ten strokes less a m in u te. 
M ultiply 
th at nv sixty and it is 600; m u ltip ly it by 
eight hours, and, w ithin a fraction, it is 
5,4100 strokes d ifferen t; an d as th e h eart is 
throw ing six ounces of blood at every stroke 
it m akes a difference of 30,000 ounces of 
lifting d u rin g th e night. 
“ W hen I lay dow n at night w ithout any 
alcohol, th a t is th e rest m y h eart gets. B ut 
w hen you tak e y o u r w itie or grog you do 
not allow th at rest, for the influence of al­ 
cohol is to increase tlie n u m b er ot strokes, 
and instead of getting th is rest you p u t on 
som ething like 15,000 ex tra strokes, and tlie 
resu lt is you rise up very u nfit for th e n ex t 
day 's w ork till y o u have taken a little m ore 
of the 'ru b y b u m p er,’ w hich you say is tlie 
soul of m an below .”— Good Words.

In 1851, w hen New O rleans was reached 
by fiatboats, th e cargo of apples, hay, corn 
or m eats w as disposed o f as fast as p u r­ 
chasers could be found, after w hich the 
crews looked u p the local sights, particu ­ 
larly th e “ tiger."

Tw o vines know n to be infested w ith p h y l­ 
loxera. were nearly surrounded by a heavy 
w ire laid on the ground, and sm aller wires 
bran ch in g from this w ere driven at sm all 
intervals into the earth . 
U ne end of the 
m ain w ire was attached to an induction- 
coil, and from tlie other end a light w ire 
was extended to the center of th e inclose.! 
patch, w here it was connected w ith an o th er 
w ire leading to the induction-coil, th u s 
com pleting tb e circuit. 
Electrical currents 
were sen t through th e system , and it was 
show n hy several m ethods th at the ground 
was electrified, though none o f the insects 
seem ed to be affected in the least. 
.After­ 
ward the experim ent was tried on a sm aller 
scale, and invariably th e pesrs were killed 
im m ediately, proving th a t the rem edy is 
w o rth a fu rth er trial. 
T he experim enters propose to get an 
eighteen-horse-pow er 
dynam o, an d 
try 
w iiat it w ill do. 
AA'itli it a eiirrent h u n ­ 
dreds o f tim es stronger th an th a t used be­ 
fore can he produced, and the pow er can be 
furnished by a sm all engine stationed at 
the w inery. 
If the trial is successful they 
w ill m ake an estim ate o f th e cost of sav­ 
ing each vin e.in order to ascertain w hether 
it can be used practically.—S. F. Post.

Long before the appearance oí Darwin's 
selective theory, Ilerbeit Spencer adm ir­ 
ably remarked : “ The saying that beauty 
is but skin-deep is in itself but a skin-deep 
saying.’’ The beauty of a race is to be con­ 
sidered for other things than merely pleas­ 
ing the eye, and there can be no doubt that 
the most successful nations of the earth 
owe m uch of the physical and mental 
strength that made them so to their hand­ 
some and well-formed mothers. 
On 
first 
arriving 
here 
from 
the 
North 
(where a 
really 
ugly woman 
is 
the 
rara 
avis', one’s 
first 
im ­ 
pression 
is 
that 
of intense 
disap­ 
pointm ent, so far as female beauty' is con­ 
cerned, and a belief that “ the dark-eyed 
daughters of old Castile,” of whom we 
have heard so much, are all dead as the 
daughters of Montezuma. 
To our ideas 
there can be little beauty inseparable from 
color and graceful contour. The brilliant 
complexion and fine figure of an English 
woman strikeevery beholder; the spiritudle 
expression and fintly’-chiselled features of 
a Spaniard steal upon the senses like a 
soft m oonlight; while a Frenchwom an, 
however plain her face may be, has so 
graceful a m anner of saying agreeable 
things, so charm ing a touniure and piquant 
way of m anaging her eyes and m outh, that 
we think her a beauty after half au hour's 
acquaintance. 
In Mexico it is only by degrees that 
handsome faces begin to dawn upon us. 
The beauty of these women consists in 


SUPERB BLACK EYES, 
Very fine dark hair, sm all feet and prettily- 
shaped hands and arms. Their chief de­ 
fects are that they are frequently short and 
fat (almost invariably being m ountains of 
flesh at 40); their teeth are often bad— 
partly, no doubt, because there are few good 
dentists in Mexico—and their complexions 
are neither the clear olive of the Spaniard, 
nor the glowing brown of the Italian, but 
a muddy, bilious-looking yellow. 
Worse 
than all thjs, their dressing is execrable, 
and (from lack of corsets, or some defect in 
nature or the modiste) their figures have 
usually an indeseribably^slouchy look—the 
graceless contour of “ a meal hag tied in 
the m iddle.” Their notion of squeezing 
the foot into a shoe half an inch too short, 
and always with an enormously high heel 
directly under the instep, soon ruins the 
foot and destroys all grace of carriage. 
The handsomest women in Mexico are 
not found at the Capital, but—as in Spain, 
it is said that none of the beauties of 
M adrid were 
born there—the tall and 
graceful belles here, distinguished for clear 
complexions and tine teeth, come from 
Jalapa. Vera Cruz, Puebla and Guadalajara. 
Among the lower classes, however, one 
occasionally sees a face and figure so lovely 
that we may suppose just such another was 
Donna Marina, Cortez' enchantress—with 
hair and eyes of extraordinary beauty, teeth 
like pearls, complexion dark but glowing, 
tiny feet, and hands and arms whose ex­ 
quisite shape nei'her sun nor toil can in­ 
jure. 
Iu these rare cases it is more than 
likely that, though Indian in appearance, 
there were intermarriages in former days 
between her progcnit irs and descendants of 
the Spanish conquerors. 


SOME OF T IIE FINEST*LOOKING WOMEN 
In Mexico, both in form and feature, are 
found among the civilized Indians. W hile 
Mexican ladies of higli caste live in luxu­ 
rious ease, seldom walking at all—and at 
forty-five are shrivelled, decrepid and use­ 
less, the Aztec females (owing to out-door 
life and laborious habits) are strong and 
active at seventy years of age. 
True, they 
w rinkle at middie-life, till their faces at 
fifty resemble dried tigs—but that is the 
inevitable eflect of tropical winds and early 
m aturity. 
There is no country in the 
world where, according to population, so 
much anim al food and fat is consumed— 
and none where less is needed. The con­ 
sum ers are not the Indians, who cannot 
afford it, but the higher classes, who gen­ 
erally eat m eat three times a day. Doubt­ 
less the carly-faditig beauty of aristocratic 
Mexicanas, their over-corpulency, decayed 
teeth and muddy skins, are the result of 
injurious food and insufficient exercise; 
while the quantity of grease, chili and 
sweetmeats consumed, in a climate which 
is naturally iriitating and inflammatory, 
helps to bring on those ruinous nervous 
complaints that here are so general. 
We 
sometimes meet 


EXTREM ELY HANDSOME RANCHEEITAS 
The wives and daughters of farmers)—pos­ 
sibly riding on a m ule behind the “ hired 
m a n ”—whose superb figures and teeth, 
like the snows of Orizaba, are preserved till 
long past middle age by constant exercise, 
which country-women must take perforce, 
whatever may be their natural indolence. 
As a class, thesj rancberitas are virtuous, 
industrious and in all respects superior to 
the ¡¡cons (serfs), because—though obliged 
to labor unremittingly, often doing the 
work of oxen in the field—they are work­ 
ing for themselves, instead of for a master 
who will monopolize the proceeds. 
It will be remembered that when Cortez 
and the succeeding vico-kiugs began to re­ 
store the ruined city of Tenochtitlau—to 
clear out the canals, repair the ancient 
causeways, and erect a new city on the site 
of the old—they forced the captive Indians 
to do all this labor. So cruel and con­ 
tem ptible was the avarice of the Spaniards 
that they not only compelled the people 
whom they had robbed to do all the m an­ 
uel labor of building homes for the usurp­ 
ers out of the ruins ot their own, but thev 
absolutely refused to furnish any food for 
the victims. 
Therefore the wives and 
daughters of these unfortunates (most of 
whom had been reared in affluence, accord­ 
ing to Azetic ideas.) were obliged to till the 
lands and earn food to sustain all who 
labored for the vice-regal government, both 
in the city and the mines. The am ount of 
wealth thus accruing to the Viceroys and 
Crown, and of suffering inflicted upon the 
Indians by the m ote than bar! a ous ty ­ 
ranny of the conquerors, will never be 
known ; I ut to such an unparalleled extent 
was the oppression carried that at last the 
Pope was obliged to issue a decree to the 
effect tiiat the conquered Azetecs were 
*• really and truly men.” 
The em inent Abbe Ciavigero, who re­ 
sided forty years 
in the provinces of 
" New Spain,” as the country was then 
called, and wrote the history of Mexico at 
that period, said of the 


TH IR T Y M ILLIONS OF CONQUERED AZTECS : 
“ They are of good stature, generally ex­ 
ceeding middle size, well proportioned in 
ail their limbs, good complexion, black 
eyes, firm white teeth, thick glossy hair. 
Their skin is of an olive color, and there 
is scarcely a nation on earth where there are 
fewer deformed persons. 
It would be more 
difficult to tind a single huiup-backed, 
lam e or squint-eyed man or woman among 
a thousand Mexicans than among a hun­ 
dred of other nations. 
* 
* 
Among 
the young women are many very beautiful" 
whose loveliness is rendered more winning 
by the sweetness of their m anners and 
natural modesty. The Europeans never 
did less credit to their cwn reason than 
when they doubted that of the Americans. 
The state of civilization among the Mexi­ 
cans when they were first known to the 
Spaniards was much superior to that of the 
Spaniards themselves when they were first 
know u to the Phrenicians. that ot the 
Gauls when they were first known to the 
Greeks, or that of the Germans and Britons 
when first known to the Homans.” 
The 
líalo that surrounded the 


DISCOVERT OF A NF.W CONTINENT, 
A ud its possession by Christian powers, 
seem to have blunted the perceptions of 
Christendom and rendered all nations in; 
sensible to the atrocities of the conquista- 
‘ i lures. Says Michael Chevalier: 
"Cortez 
and his band were men of violence and 
blood, little better than a horde of pirates 
au J banditti. 
They had committed crimes 
which by the laws of all nations could he 
expiated only by a callows for the prin­ 
cipal and the galleys for his followers. 
Herod of Judea and Cortez of Mexico tnay 
divide the honors between them as m inis­ 
ters of hum an wickedness.” 
W ithout going into details to prove the 
truth of this criticism, we ruay merely hint 
at the historical fact that the crusaders, in 
their zeal to Christianize the simple Aztecs, 
acquit ed so m any '‘ wives" among their 
captives that they were obliged to brand 
them , like cattle, with red-hot irons, so that 
each man m ight be able to recognize his 
own especial converts. Bernal Diaz, Cortez’ 
friend and the chronicler of the expedition, 
lets fall a few such damaging statements as ; 
litis : “ Afterwards, when we had captured 


any beautiful Indian females, we concealed 
them and gave out that they had escaped. 
As soon as it was come to the m arking day 
—or if any of us stood in favor with Cortez 
we got them secretly branded during the 
night-time—and paid one-fifth of their val­ 
ue to him . In a short tim e we possessed a 
great num ber of such slaves.” 
It is no wonder that good Padre Las 
Casas’ book, “An Apology (or the Indians” 
—a work which occupied 32 years of his 
life—was not allowed to appear! Only that 
part of it treating of Sau Domingo was 
ever published. 
His account of the con­ 
quest of Mexico was wholly suppressed by 
order of the Inquisition, and not without 
reason, for to have proved conquistadores a 
gang of unprincipled buccaneers would 
have spoiled the so-called "H oly W ar.” 
Long after the 


s c iu u G A T io x o f Mo n t e z u m a ' s e m p i r e 
(W hich did not extend much beyond the 
valley of Mexico), the Viceroys employed 
the Aztecs to assist in subduing the neigh­ 
boring kingdoms. And to this day nearly 
all the privates in the Mexican arm y are 
Indians—over 40.000 of them . As a rule 
these soldadores become so demoralized by 
camp and barrack life that when dis­ 
charged from the service they are unw ill­ 
ing to work at all. 
So their wives and 
daughters support the lazy ex-warriors in 
comparative comfort by cultivating small 
patches of ground and selling the produce. 
Among this class of women are the veg­ 
etable venders —“ Vandmeras," who are 
familiar figures in the streets of every Mex­ 
ican city. They wander about crying their 
wares for sale, carrying huge hampers of 
vegetables, fruit or poultry upon their 
heads—always with a mahogany-colored 
baby strapped to tbeir backs, and generally 
followed by several others of assorted sizes. 
They always stop at church, truck and all, 
to say a prayer or two (generally on the 
way to m arket, to in suresuccessful sales), 
and not infrequently the poultry escapes 
from the hampers and goes cackling about 
the church till pursued and recaptured. 


w o m e n s o l p i e r s . 
Aside from the class of females com­ 
monly known 
as camp-followers, who 
share"the fortunes of war without leave or 
license, the Mexican Government permits 
a lim ited num ber of respectable married 
women to accompany each regiment, to 
cook and wash for the soldiers. These 
women are regularly enrolled as soldaderas 
(female soldiers), and admirably they bear 
the fatigues of camp life and long marches. 
That they are not bad warriors in their 
way the following story is proof: 
During M axim ilian’s regime, when Euro­ 
pean forces were in possession of the Mexi­ 
can Capital and President Juarez, with his 
Cabinet and guard, were trying to make 
their way to Paso del Norte, he and his 
counsellors had halted one day in a way­ 
side grove to hold an im portant conference. 
Juarez was seated on a rock, with thestates- 
men grouped around him , and the m ilitary 
escort on guard. The old poet. Guillermo 
Prieto, who was a member of the Cabinet, 
bad just arisen to state his opinion on a 
momentous subject, when the solemn con­ 
clave was interrupted by shouts of laughter, 
mingled with oaths aud threats in French 
and Spanish. 
All sprang to their feet, and the Captain 
of the guard, followed by his men, rushed 
to the quarter w hence the sounds proceeded. 
Presently they returned bringing four solda­ 
deras. who bore upon their shoulders a 
Frenchm an whom they had captured. Be­ 
lieving him to be a spy, they first enticed 
him with cunning flattery, and then, háKily 


BIN D ING H IM HAND AND FOOT 
W ith their rebosas, had carried him two or 
three miles despite his kicks and struggles. 
W hen the women deposited their prisoner 
at the feet of the President, the elder sol­ 
dadera excused herself for the failure of 
her proposed foraging expedition, saying : 
“ Señor Presidente, we thought this French­ 
man m ight have papers which your Excel­ 
lency would prize more than a fat turkey Or 
a young pig.” 
True enough, on the person of.tlie spy 
was found a communication from the Cont- 
mander-in-Chief of the Im perial forces to 
the comm ander of a neighboring garrison, 
stating that Juarez and his Cabinet would 
probably pass in that vicinity ; and accom­ 
panying this intelligence was the formal 
order : “ Shoot every Mexican rebel taken 
in arm s against the Imperial Government 
of his Majesty, M aximilian First.” 
About fifty miles front the City of Mex­ 
ico there it an Indian pueblo governed by 
a “ Patriarchal Council of Twelve.” half of 
whom are women, called “ the Venerable 
M others.” This patriarchal dignity is con­ 
ferred only on those v. ho have raised large 
families, and have proved themselves de­ 
voted m others and kind neighbors. W hen 
a young Indian proposes to go out into the 
world, the Patriarchal Council is called 
and the contemplated exodus fully dis­ 
cussed. If it is decided to let hint go, the 
youth is solemnly advised by the “ Vener­ 
able Mothers ” in all things for his good, 
anti is especially charged to do credit to 
his pueblo by being honest, truthful and 
industrious. 
W henever the exile com m u­ 
nicates with his people, it is said that his 
messages to ‘‘ the dear old fathers and 
m others” are as to his own kindred. 


A BEAUTIFUL CUSTOM 
Prevails in this Indian village, viz., that 
every eighth day is set aside for all the men 
and boys to leave their persona' avocations 
and labor from dawn lili sunset for the 
blind and helpless, the widows and the 
orphans of the pueblo. 
Indeed, there is 
scarcely an Indian in Mexico who does not 
¡Htssess some homely virtues worthy of im i­ 
tation. 
In point of am iability, w arm th of m an­ 
ners and affectionate 
tem peram ent, no 
women in the world can compare with 
those of Mexico. 
Beside them all others 
appear cold and stiff, and whatever ad­ 
vantages these gentle creatures may derive 
from their intercourse with foreigners, it is 
to be hoped they may never lose the graceful 
cordiality which forms so equable a contrast 
to American and English frigidity. 
In 
the eyes of strangers tuis, together with 
their sweet voices, is an unfailing charm. 
In fact, a foreigner—especially if he be an 
American or an Englishman, accustomed 
to the coldness of his fair countrywomen— 
need live here no longer than to acquire 
some sm attering of the language and be­ 
come accustomed to the peculiar style of 
Mexican beauty, to find these señoritas 
perfectly irresistible. And they, in turn, 
are always fascinated by the tall, blonde 
and active Anglo-Saxon who is so great a 
contrast to their own countrymen. 
But when a foreigner m arries a Mexican 
woman he ought invariably to settle here, 
for it is very rare that his wife can live any­ 
where else. They miss the beautiful cli­ 
mate, and pine for that universal cordiality 
and w arm th of m snner of which they 
have been surrounded in M exico: they 
yearn for the laissez oiler and absence of ail 
etiquette in habits, toilettes, etc. 
In other 
countries they find themselves surrounded 
by women so differently educated as to be 
doubly strangers. 
A very few insatnces 
have been recorded of Mexican girls who 
have been 


M ARRIED AND TA K EN TO EUROPE 
W hen very young, who have acquired 
European ways of thinking, and even pre­ 
fer the land of adoption to their own ; but 
these cases are so rare as scarcely to form 
exceptions. They are true patriots, for the 
visible horizon bounds all their wishes. In 
France, .Spain or Italy, they m ight manage 
to exist; but in the United States or Eng­ 
land they would be as much out of their 
natural element as fish out of water. 
An 
icy climate, not colder than the m anners 
of the people, a harsh language almost im ­ 
possible to acquire, a religion which they 
consider heretical, etiquette carried to ex­ 
cess. and insupportable order in the toilet 
— rebosas unknown, cigaritos considered 
barbarous—they feel like exiles from I’ara- 
dise, and live only in hopes of return. 
If a Mexican girl is ignorant she seldom 
betrays it. Generally they have the great­ 
est tact, never by chance wandering beyond 
their depth, or indicating by word or sign 
that they are not perfectly well-informed 
on the subject under discussion. Thougli 
seldom graceful on foot, they are never 
awkward, and always self-possessed. They 
have plenty of natural talent, and where it 
has been cultivated no woman can surpass 
them . Of what is called literary society, of 
course th e e is none. There are. however, 
a few families of tiie old school, descend­ 
ants of titled Spaniards, who are rich with­ 
out ostentation and highly educated. These 
select few m ingle little in general society, 
being scarcely known at all to foreigners; 
and you may be sure they keep their 
daughters closely at hom e that they may 
no; be contam inated by bad examples.

INSURING BABIES. 


MILLIONS OF DOLLARS OF RISKS 
UPON CHILDREN. 


A W r in k le In th e In su ra n ce B u si­ 
n ess—N ovel M eth od o f P a y in g 
D octor a n d U n d ertak er.

“ Life insurance at retail and for chil­ 
dren” is the way they curtly describe one 
of the latest innovations in the insurance 
business. Insurance has generally been re­ 
garded as a luxury to be enjoyed only by 
the rich and adults. The last few years 
have brought about such changes in the 
m ethods of conducting the business of 
several of the prom inent insurance compa­ 
nies that people of sm all means can by the 
paym ent of small weekly sums secure the 
paym ent of death benefits of a few h u n ­ 
dred dollars. Beneficial societies promis­ 
ing the paym ent of various sum s upon the 
demise of members from assessments lev­ 
ied upon surviving members are not a new 
idea; h ut it is only w ithin the last few 
years that companies of the “ old line,” as 
they are termed in the language of the 
trade, have dealt in life insurance iu small 
sums, collecting regular stated premium s 
and paying definite am ounts. W ith this 
innovation also came the application of the 
principle to the insurance of children of 1 
year of 8gc and upward. In the short time 
it has been in operation this branch of the 
business has grown to au extent almost be­ 
yond credence. 
Infant insurance and the insurance of 
adults for small am ounts are the invention 
of an Euglish company, which began oper­ 
ations over fifty years ago, and which has 
developed the business to such an extent 
that one-half of the entire population of 
England, Ireland, Scotland and Wales is 
enrolled on the books of the concern, and 
its collections of premium s in sum s of a 
few cents per week am ount to m illions of 
pounds sterling every year. The precau­ 
tionary measure has become instinctive 
among the people of the m iddle classes. 
As illustrative of the extent to which this 
retail insurance prevails in England it is 
related that a few years ago a scaffold sur­ 
rounding ¡thigh chimney in course of erec­ 
tion collapsed and caused the death of 
twenty-eight men. Subsequently it trans­ 
pired that all of the workingmen were in­ 
sured in this company. It was only ten 
years ago, however, that the scheme found 
its way across the water to this country, 
and even now there are only a few of the 
old companies that write these very small 
policies. 
The operation of the system iu use in 
this country is somewhat as follows : Chil­ 
dren are insured trom the age of 1 year 
upon the paym ent of three, five and" ten 
cents, or perhaps a larger sum, per week, 
death benefits being graded in proportion. 
As an example, take the payment of five 
cents per week. For this, sum the compa­ 
ny will pay upon the death, w ithin one 
year after date of insurance, of a child 2 
years of age the sum of $15. Death after 
one year will secure the paym ent of $17; 
and after two years, $20, and so on, gradu­ 
ally increasing until the lim it of $129 is 
reached, payable upon the death of a child 
after eleven years from the date of insur­ 
ance. The purpose in fixing the am ount 
of the benefit at such a low figure during the 
extreme youth of the beneficiary is double. 
In the infantile stage there is the greater 
danger from the m any complications to 
which boyhood is subject, and the risk to 
the company is consequently greater, de­ 
creasing as the child advances in age. The 
other reason is one even less pleasant to 
contemplate. As insurance of this kind is 
usually practiced by the poorer classes of 
people, there have not been w anting nu­ 
merous would be benefactors who have 
raised the cry that in this form of insurance 
the companies were practically offering in ­ 
ducements to poor parents "to put their 
children out of the way by foul means fur 
the sake of the death benefit. 
In England, 
where the whole system originated, there 
was such a hue and cry that Parliam ent 
ordered a rigid investigation of the deaths 
of the infants upon whose lives insurance 
had been placed. Thousands of cases were 
investigated, and among them were found 
but two instances which excited suspicion, 
and for lack of any positive proof these 
cases were sim ply reported as doubtful. A 
sim ilar course in this country failed as sig­ 
nally to reveal any evidence of foul play. 
Notwithstanding these facts, the death ben­ 
efits are staried at such a low point that 
there could be no inducem ent offered to 
unscrupulous parents. 
Insurance paid for by small weekly pay­ 
ments necessarily demands the employ­ 
m ent of an elaborate system in the conduct 
of a business of any importance. One of 
the pioneer companies, which has in the 
seven years of its existence written policies 
for the insurance of about 360,000 persons, 
principally young children, has connected 
with its agency a corps of liity-two can­ 
vassers and collectors, whose receipts of a 
few cents per week from each insured per­ 
son aggregate $1,000,000 per year. The en­ 
tire city is systematically divided into sec­ 
tions, w ith all the details, m arked in refer­ 
ence to sanitary advantages and other im ­ 
portant features. Some portions of tiie city 
known to be especially unhealthy and in ­ 
fectious are prohibited to agents. The so­ 
licitors secure their customers, who are 
subjected to exam ination by a medical in­ 
spector, and, after 
insurance has been 
placed, the canvasser collects the small 
prem ium each week. 
But three or four companies have entered 
this branch of the business, but their trans­ 
actions are something immense considering 
tlie insignificant basis of the business. 
It 
is estim ated that their patrons num ber 
about 1.500,000, whose payments, averaging 
eight cents per week, reach the imposing 
sum of $6,000,000 per year. 
The sm all am ount of insurance which is 
secured practically am ounts to a sum suf­ 
ficient m erely to pay the undertakers’ and 
doctors' bills. 
In this light it is regarded 
by these im portant and unwelcome func­ 
tionaries, and it is a fact of interest that 
since this system has come into vogue un­ 
dertakers and physicians are much more 
willing to render service to poor people, 
looking to this sm all insurance for their 
pay. 
The decision in reference to baby insur­ 
ance rendered by Judge Barrett, of New 
York, last week,'declaring the business of 
a com pany practicing in that city illegal, 
caused some consternation among parents 
whose little ones are insured for small 
sums. T his decision, however, referred to 
another and entirely distinct kind of insu­ 
rance—that of the m utual benefit or assess­ 
m ent societies. These societies levy a stated 
assessment upon each member whenever a 
death occurs, the proceeds furnishing the 
death benefit. 
W hile the legality of this 
system rem ains unquestioned as applied to 
adults, Judge Barrett decided that it was 
illegal fur infants to be thus insured, as 
they have no power to enter into the con­ 
tract necessary to secure their membership 
in such an organization. In the “ old line” 
companies no such mem bership is re­ 
quired, the company agreeing for the pay­ 
m ent of a sm all weekly sum to insure the 
life of the party m aking the agreement or 
of any third person designated." 


T h e H ig h L ice n se H ill in N ew Y o rk . 
The high license bill introduced in the 
Assembly at Albany by Ernest H . Crosby 
is a practical aud in the m ain well-con­ 
sidered measure. It provides for six classes 
of licenses, ranging between $1,000 for the 
ordinary saloon and $10 tor drug stores. 
The general principle of imposing the 
heaviest tax upon the most mischievous 
m achinery for the sale of liquors is ad­ 
hered to, the license for selliDg m alt bever­ 
ages being but half the am ount of the 
liquor license. But at this point there is, 
we think, room for some modifications. 
The argum ent upon which such measures 
as this are justified is, that since it is not 
practicable to enforce prohibitory laws in 
great citie3 the one wise aud statesm an­ 
like course is to regulate and restrain the 
traffic, and do whatever is feasible toward 
diverting the public taste from the more 
harmful to the 
least 
harm ful drinks. 
W hatever tends to lessen the consumption 
ot spirits is beneficient. 
Now experience 
shows that the more beer is consumed the 
less whisky is used, and the change from 
alcoholic to malt beverages is in the direct 
interest of temperance. 
But if high license as a practical policy 
rests on the impossibility of enforcing no-re 
drastic measures, it is evident that high li­ 
cense itself requires to be applied as a 
regulative and not as a prohibitory law, for 
otherwise it will encounter the evasion and 
defiance which Lave always been the fate 
of prohibitive statutes in large cities. 
If 
this reasoning be sound, it follows th at the 
license upon the sale of m alt liquors should 
be proportionately low. and Mr. Crosby's 
bill, we think, errs in putting the rate too 
high. Of course, the question is not at all I 
of what the friends of temperance would j 
like if they could have their way. The ' 


mere desire to have the whole comm unity 
not only temperate, but abstinent, never 
yet solved the problem. 
It may be cheer­ 
fully granted that it would be much better 
for everybody it the love cf drink could be 
eradicated altogether. 
But it cannot be. 
It is an appetite which we all know can 
only be overcome by degrees and by patient 
educational processes. The State can help 
on the reform by imposing a heavy tax 
upon the most dangerous class of saloons. 
[A high-tax bill, in fact, would in our 
judgm ent be preferable to a high-license 
bill.] 
By so doing it can restrict the num ­ 
ber of whisky shops and wipe out the worst 
kind of groggeries completely. And this 
kind of action has an imm ediate and salu­ 
tary effect upon the whole question, since 
it diminishes tem ptation for those least able 
to withstand it. 
The tax upon the retail sale of spirits 
cun perhaps hardly be made too high. The 
case is one in which the comm unity is ju st­ 
ified in discrim inating against a particular 
interest. 
It is justified by the fact that the 
business in question is against the public 
IHjliey, imm oral and destructive in its con­ 
sequences, ami only to be tolerated pend­ 
ing the evolution of a more enlightened 
public opinion. 
Short of prohibition the 
tax on the retailing of spirits can hardly be 
put too high, and considering the alarm ing 
increase of the saloons in this city of late, 
and in most great cities, the point is the 
more urgent. Mr. Crosby’s bill, with the 
changes here suggested, promises well. It 
can no doubt be entorced if the executive 
officers do their duty. 
If they cannot be 
trusted, no statute will be of any avail. 
Public opinion in New York, however, ap­ 
proves the principle of high license, and 
the Legislature should understand that 
such a measure as Mr. Crosbv has intro­ 
duced is very seriously demanded. The 
temperance sentim ent of New York m ust 
not be flouted, and cannot be defied. High 
license, moreover, is indorsed by many 
thousands who do not go to the length of 
prohibition, and it is a m easure required 3S 
well for the m aterial protection as for the 
moral elevation of the comm unity.—N . Y. 
Tribune.

O liv e C u ltu re . 
The Sonoma Index says: “General Val­ 
lejo, of this place, whose authority is as 
good as any, adopts the following method 
of setting out olive cuttings: Take a cut­ 
ting about two feet in length, of healthy 
growth and any thickness desirable; plant 
it carefully in rich soil, well manured, 
leaving but a few inches above so il; cut 
the exposed end squarely, split it crosswise 
carefully and insert a smail pebble in the 
center. 
W hen well rooted transplant. The 
General says the olive grows very readily 
in Sonoma valley, requiring no protection 
ot special care, producing fruit at from live 
to six years old. 
H e advises the planting 
of suckers as the most readily grown and 
m atured. The method of packing olives is 
very simple. 
The General fills a barrel 
with pure, fresh water, strongly impreg­ 
nated with common salt. 
Into this put 
dead-ripe olives, after m aking a lateral in­ 
cision in the fruit with some sharp instru­ 
ment, until the barrel is three-quarters 
filled. 
Let it stand, carefully culling out 
the bad ones with a perforated ladle, until 
the brine becomes bitter, wben the oil may 
be drained off through a faucet and new 
brine substituted. This may be repeated 
until the fruit is suited to the taste, after 
which they are ready for use, and may be 
put up to suit.” 
The I’etalum a Courier, on the same sub­ 
ject, thus discourses : "A s th etiee planting 
season is now upon us, we advise all of our 
farmers in this section, while setting out 
other desirable varieties, to not forget the 
olive 
It will grow alm ost anywhere, and 
will, as soon as the plum and other varie­ 
ties, produce a crop, when once in bearing, 
and will, with little cultivation, out-live 
generations of the hum an family. There 
is hardly a square acre in Petalum a or 
Vallejo "townships, m ountain 
or valley, 
where the olive will not grow to perfection: 
and all it wants is attention and a little 
care to m ake it a source of great wealth to 
southern Sonoma county.”

H ow to D ritik W a te r. 
A French journal warns the drinkers of 
mineral water that the limestone held in 
deposit in the carbonated beverage finds its 
way to the kidneys and eventually pro­ 
duces Bright's disease. The writer also 
protests against ice water as a provocative 
of catarrh in the stomach. 
He sa y s: 
“ W ater should be drunk cool, but not iced, 
with the juice of a quarter or a half of a 
lemon in it. 
W ater should always be swal­ 
lowed slowly. 
It is not the stomach which 
is dry, but the m outh and throat. 
If you 
toss off a drink of water, you throw it 
through your m outh into your stomach, 
without doing the former any good, while 
you injure the latter by loading it witli 
what it does not require." There are grains 
of truth and sense in this advice, but the 
proverbial grain of salt needs to be added 
several times. The use of very hard or 
artificially mineralized water is' attended, 
in some persons and under some conditions, 
by a variety of injurious consequences, of 
which perhaps one of the least logical 
would 
be Bright's 
disease. 
The lodg­ 
m ent of calcareous deposits in the urinary 
organs or elsewhere, has an evident con­ 
nection with imbibing them in solution, 
but it depends absolutely on some perver­ 
sion or weakening of function, after all. 
The true preventive of local as of general 
diseases, is a state of vigorous health. As 
to ice water, one m an’s drink is another's 
poison. Observe w hat agrees and what dis­ 
agrees with you. S oot lenton juice; it is 
good for one and had for another. It is 
good to drink, as well as to eat, slowly, but 
not for the reason given above. 
Thirst is a 
demand of the system for replacement of 
the moisture carried off in tlie excretions, 
especially through increased heat of the 
body from any cause. The stomach is the 
chief organ for absorbing the water supply, 
and the heating dryness of its drained ab­ 
sorbents makes itself felt and attended to 
by the m ore sensitive, but not always 
dryer, upper portions of the alim entary 
canal, the throat and m outh. Cooling is 
agreeable to them, but watering in the 
stomach is what they essentially need, and 
would do the business independently of 
them, and so would an external bath. 
We 
should say : Drink slowly, and drink with 
your stomach, as you should e a t; and when 
it stops absorbing and begins to fill up, let 
the mouth stop.— The Sanitary Fra.

HOUStHOLD HINTS. 


C o rx -M e a l P u f f s .—One quart boiling 
m ilk, two scant cups white “ corn Hour,” 
one-half cup wheat Hour, one scant cup 
powdered sugar, a little salt; four eggs, 
beaten light: one tablespoonful butter; 
one-half tublespoonfiil of soda, dissolved 
in hot w ater; one teaspoonful cream tar­ 
tar, sifted into flour ; one-half tenspoonful 
m ixed cinnam on and nutmeg. 
Boil the 
m ilk and stir into it the meal flour and 
salt. 
Boil fifteen minutes, stirring well up 
from the bottom, 
l’ut in the butter and 
heat hard in a bowl for three minutes. 
W hen cold, put in the eggs whipped light 
w ith the sugar, the seasoning and soda; 
whip up very faithfully. 
Bake in greased 
cups in a steady oven. Turn out of cups 
and eat with pudding sauce or with butter 
alone. 
C o k n iS ta sc h C a k e .—Two cups sugar, one 
cup butter, rubbed to a cream ; one cup 
m ilk, two cups Hour, three eggs, whites and 
yelks beaten separately : one-half cup corn 
starch, two teaspoonfuls cream of tartar, 
sifted well through the Hour; one teaspoon­ 
ful soda, dissolved in hot water. Sift the 
corn starch with the flour, and add the last 
thing. 
Bake in sm all tins, and eat while 
fresh. They dry in two or three days, and 
become insipid, but are very nice for twen­ 
ty-four houis after they are baked. 
B u t t e r 
C a k e s.—One and one-quarter 
pounds sugar ; one pound b u tte r; one-half 
pint cold w ater; two eggs; three and one- 
quarter pounds flour; 
one 
teaspoonful 
sodp. dissolved in hot water; four table­ 
spoonfuls carratvay seed, sprinkled through 
the flour. 
Rub the butter, or, what is bet­ 
ter, chop it up in the flour; dissolve the 
sugar in the w ater; m ix all well w ith the 
beaten eggs, cut into square cakes, or with 
an oval mold, and bake quickly. 
C in n a m o n B is c u its . — M ix one pound 
sugar with twelve yelks of eggs and a tea­ 
spoonful of esseuce of cinnam on ; work the 
batter vigorously with a wooden spoon for 
a quarter of an hour, and then m ix in the 
twelve whites whipped firm, four ounces 
potato flour and four ounces best flour ; 
till sm all paper cases with this, sugar them 
over, and, when the sugar is melted, bake 
them in an oven of moderate heat of a light 
color.

The characters drawn were actual participants 
in the tragic scenes recounted, and there still 
live those who, in theiryouth, knew some of the 
more prominent of them, and heard the recital 
of the adventures here recounted from their 
own lips, 'lhe heroic, the tragic, and the ro­ 
mantic in the peiiodof the tale were actualities 
in frontier lile, and many a story of the time and 
the locality as full of strange complexity and 
thrilling adventure could he told without de­ 
parting a hair's breadth lrom the truth.] 


PAHT I. 
In the year of grace, 1812, in w hich onr 
story begins, God’s blessed sunshine fell 
east and west, from the shores of New Eng­ 
land to the bluffs of the M ississippi, upon 
a free and happy people. 
The young na­ 
tion was beginning to feel the fullness of 
its life, and to realize som ething o f its pos­ 
sibilities for the future. 
The young and 
m iddle-aged had never seen war, hut the 
R evolutionary struggle could not be for­ 
gotten ; indeed, it seemed very near, w hile 
at so m any of the nation’s household 
hearths eat a trem bling grandsiie who 
fought over his battles and recounted the 
deeds of “ the tim es that tried m en's souls,” 
to his children and children s children. 
T he tears of tender-hearted wom en still 
flowed, as the story o f the "sweet McCrea,” 
w ith her flowing golden locks, was told 
over, to the m usic of peaceful spinning- 
w heel-. 
Then there were m auy w ho had 
seen W ashington—the 
nam e 
that 
was 
spoken reverently, w ith the gray head 
hared. Sonic had felt the tender pity in the 
bright glances o f h is lady’s eyes, as they 
fell upon the tattered clothing, and pinched, 
bare feet, at the memorable time when she 
visited them in caiup at V alley Forge. 
Lafayette’s blue eyes had beamed upon 
them . 
And others told with glee the ex­ 
ploits of the merry little “ frog hunters,” 
w ho came w ith the courtly Rochambeau. 
A nd so nil phases,and all the great actors, of 
that wonderful drama, were daily discussed 
to circles of interested auditors, m aking 
sweeter, by contrast, the present security' o f 
peace. 
There had been rumors, from tim e to 
tim e, that the British lion, from whose 
claws the prey of a nation 
had been 
wrested on so m any hard-fought fields, 
had recovered from his wounds and was 
show ing his teeth again; but these had not 
been credited by the people. 
W hen, sud­ 
den as a thunderbolt from out of a clear 
sky, cam e the intelligence that war had 
been declared on the 18th o f .(une! 
News 
traveled slow in those days, but the action 
o f the people was prompt everywhere; 
shrill fife and bugle calls, the 
clash of 
arm s, the trampling o f horses, displac­ 
ing in nature’s sweet solitudes the hum of 
bees, bird songs, the tinkling of herd bells, 
and all the myriad, sw eet voices of serenity 
and peace. 
Early in August, follow ing the declara­ 
tion o f war, the valley o f Onondaga saw its 
meadows whitened with the tents o f an en­ 
cam pm ent of United States soldiers. 
This 
lovely valley, through which the waters of 
Onondaga creek 
flowed, sparkling 
and 
brawling in the sunshine, occupied an im ­ 
portant position in central New York ; but 
was most renowned as being the very heart 
of that powerful confederacy, “ the Six 
N ation s”—the Iroquois of our early his­ 
tory. 
“ No leading event in the annals of the 
colonies was ever consum m ated without 
the power, in peace or war, with the Iro­ 
quois ; and the side they espoused iu a war 
was always a grave question for considera­ 
tion. 
They kept their central council fire 
at Onondaga bright, and often met, from 
all the cantons from east to west, to delib­ 
erate upon their affairs.” 
it was near the tim e o f the revolution 
that a band o f pioneers, m ostly from New’ 
England, resolute and undaunted, pushed 
their w ay into the wilderness o f western 
New York ; into the midst of the territory 
of the Six Nations. 
The Indians were 
friendly, the settlers prudent and industri­ 
ous, and they grew and prospered. 
Syra­ 
cuse, proud, prosperous and beautiful, the 
Queen of the Salt Springs, was yet in her in- 
fancv. But the valley, from the lake to “ The 
Castle " (as the village and Council-H ouse 
o f the Onondagas has always been ciiled ) 
was full of evidences ot civilization and 
materia! prosperity. 
tine bright m orning of this m onth of 
August, ttiore was an unusual stir through­ 
out the com m unity, for on this day the 
great " Feast o f Ingathering,” the harvest 
hom e of the Onondagas, was to be cele­ 
brated at " T he Castle.” 
The settlers and 
their fam ilies had always been invited 
guests at these feasts, and cordially enter­ 
tained by their Indian neighbors. 
Dainty 
lips had tasted the bowl o f succotash, and 
proud heads had bowed in courtesy to the 
chiefs as they passed the pipe of peace, 
it 
was generally known by tiie settlers that 
the Chief Sncbern, Ondayuka, had just re­ 
turned from an im portant m ission to the 
tribes in relation to the com ing war. 
The 
possibility was realized by' the w hites that 
a thoughtless insult, or a slip of diplom acy, 
m ight arouse a spirit that could transform 
their peaceful, basket-weaving, berry-sell­ 
ing neighbors into a painted horde o f y ell­ 
in g dem ons, ready to burn, ravage and 
murder throughout that fair region. 
And 
this added elem ent of danger m ade the at­ 
tendance unusually laage and respectable. 
Early in the forenoon the avenue of 
Lombardy poplars, leading to “ The Cas­ 
tle." was lined with vehicles of all sorts 
and sizes, from the clum sy patrician car­ 
riage of those daxs. or the high-stilted 
buggy with its brightly polished brasses, to 
the farm cart and wagon. Their occupants 
were as various, all dressed as for a holi­ 
day. 
Before m idday the last team had 
been safely picketed outside the green area 
o f several acres which 
surrounded 
the 
Council House. 
This was a large un­ 
painted wooden structure, with no furni­ 
ture. except a seat, which was builded in, 
and ran around the building on all sides. 
A s each fam ily group arrived upon the 
green, the men usually went to join the 
chiefs, assem bled in the Conncil House, 
w h ile their fam ilies scattered about chat­ 
ting pleasantly with friends and neighbors, 
or watching their dusky sisters, as they [ire- 
pared the feast. 
The elder of the squaws 
superintended the huge boiling kettles, 
w h ile the younger brought and prepared 
the soft young corn and beans, ami divided 
the huge rounds o f beef that were to form 
the national "succotash,” w hile a still 
younger class brought the wood anil fed 
the blazing fires. 
Just before noon the notes o f martial 
m usic from the direction of the camp 
thrilled the young hearts present, which 
had uot learned to sicken at the sounds of 
war. 
T his m usic preceded a detachment 
of soldiers in their uniform, with Captain 
Forbes at its head. 
As this was considered 
an official delegation by the gratified chiefs, 
the venerable Ondayuka, with several of 
h is head men, met them in the midst of 
the green, then turning, preceded them to 
the Council H ouse, and both the religious 
and political business of the day was at 
once begun. 
The reader w ill not be wearied with de­ 
tails which have been so often given, both 
in truthful chronicle and in works of fic­ 
tion. o f the speech-m aking, pipe-sm oking 
and other ceremonies of such an occasion. 
After what seemed a long tim e to the wait­ 
ing ones w ithout,the unshadowed sunlight, 
falling upon the bare roof of the Conncil 
H ouse, added to the sm oke w ithin, pro­ 
duced an atmosphere so near the baking 
point, that Ondayuka gladly gave the sig­ 
nal for the Council to adjourn to the open 
air. 
The citizen lathers rejoined their 
fam ilies with light hearts, for they brought 
w ith them from the Council renewed trust 
in their lics(3 and admiration for the w is­ 
dom of their chief. 
Their evident satisfac­ 
tion, so o t perceived bv the anxious wives 
and daughters, diffused a spirit of gayety 
and ease over the pale-faced portion of the 
assem bly, m aking the occasion one of real 
enjoym ent to all. 


The hum o f conversation, with peals of 
youthful laughter, was now heard on all 
sides. 
The groups were som etim es joined 
by a few o f the Indian wom en more self­ 
possessed than their sisters, their sim ple 
costum es usually relieved by som e bright 
color, setting oil to advantage their long 
braids o f raven hair, flashing eyes and 
pearly teeth. 
They chatted and laughed 
freely with the w hite wom en w ho grouped 
together, or walked arm in arm about the 
green. 
The uniforms of the soldiers added 
to the effect of the scene, but the men were 
apparently under restraint, taking the role 
of quiet observers, and good feeders on the 
hospitable fare which was bountifully dis­ 
pensed. 
On a rough wooden scat, in the shadow 
o f the Council H ouse, was seated a group 
to which m any eyes were a ttra c ts. 
They 
seemed to belong neither to the whites nor 
to their red friends. 
Their attitude was re­ 
served, though self-possessed. The central 
figure was a woman of m iddle age, hand­ 
som ely robed in black, her presence was large 
and majestic: her dark rich com plexion and 
superb poise would have suited an Indian 
queen. 
The girl at her side was also in 
black, but it was unm istakably m ourning. 
She wore neither bonnet nor head-dress, 
but the braid of soft, tinted brown hair 
that was wound around her head had 
a 
crape veil 
fastened 
with jet pins, 
and 
swept 
down 
behind 
and 
half 
hiding her slender fignre. 
A cross and 
rosary at her belt completed a costum e 
that much resembled that of a Sister of 
Charity. 
H er face was young and fair and 
very sw eet; its expression sad and preoc­ 
cupied, except when a whisper from her 
com panion roused her to som e show o f in­ 
terest. 
Three 
gayly-dressed little boys 
flitted about them, vivacious, with quick 
m ovem ents, and shrill chatter (m ostly in 
French) am ong them selves, and the mother 
and sister—for so they called the two 
wom en, who were carelul that they should 
not pass the bounds o f decorum in this 
strange assem bly. 
Many kindly and sym pathetic looks were 
cast toward the girl hv the young people, 
hut the valley folk were good Presbyterians, 
actually and by long descent of belief; anti 
the 1’aplsc rosary and cross raised between 
them a barrier world wide. 
Yet that night 
when they slumbered 
and 
in 
uneasy 
dream3 saw distorted faces and figures, in 
strange com binations of the exciting events 
ot the day, that face rose fair and calm as 
a star, and before it the evil visions fled. 
It was at the first snowfall of. the past 
winter that Raoul Desmonde, scout and 
hunter, had been borne wounded and dy­ 
ing from an encounter with a bear, into 
the Castle of" the Onandagas. 
The friend 
o f Ondayuka, r.o effort was spared to re 
store hint. 
But his hours were numbered, 
and a swift runner was sent to bring his 
fam ily from a town twenty m iles distant, 
and so quickly was the m ission accom ­ 
plished that the bewildered 
and 
awe- 
stricken group stood at his bedside in time 
to receive his last farewell. 
Raoul Des­ 
mande, a wild scion of a good fam ily in 
the city o f Montreal, m et by accident a 
tair-haired English school girl. 
It was the 
old 
story. 
She 
left 
all 
to 
follow 
him . 
Desm ande 
was 
kind 
to 
his 
young 
wife, 
but 
they 
were 
poor, 
and she sank under her burdens, and died I 
when her little girl was a year old. 
Raoul 
placed iris little daughter in charge of the 
good Sisters of the convent, and wandered 
away into the wilderness. 
Its wild life was 
the elem ent in which his storm-tos9ed soul 
found peace. 
After hunting, scouting and 
Indian fighting, with adventures enough 
to fill a volum e, he was taken, ill and help­ 
less. to the cabin of an old comrade, whose 
daughter nursed him . W hen he recovered, 
he had nothing hut him self to give in re­ 
turn for her devotion. 
She was beautiful, 
fiery, and spirited, but crafty and undisci­ 
plined. 
She was a better manager than the 
first wife, and they lived in m uch comfort 
at Detroit, with plenty o f French neigh­ 
bors. and the usual society of a garrison 
town. 
F inally Desmonde was possessed with a 
great longing for the sight of his daughter. 
He bad a right to her. 
H e 1 could have 
her. 
The poor child had kept her little 
lamp always burning, fed by constant let­ 
ters, full ot affection, that she wrote weekly 
to father and little brothers. 
She thought 
she could be useful—the good Sisters had 
trained her so w ell. 
Madame Desmonde 
thought so. too, though she had much 
rather she did not com e. 
The good Sisters 
wept over her, for they remembered her 
m other. 
And so, fortified by the instruc­ 
tions and prayers of those noble women, 
Am ber Desm onde went out into the world. 
H er father welcomed her joyously. 
She 
was teacher and playfellow in one to her 
little brothers; and the dark, handsom e 
stepdam e found her cares so lightened by 
Amber's ready help, and her natural jeal­ 
ousy quieted by her m eek subm ission, 
that life flowed sm oothly with this family 
up to the tim e of the breaking out of the 
war. Then Desntonde’s well-known address 
and abilities marked him as a fit agent for 
the Governm ent at a tim e when much tact 
was required in the m anagement of Indian 
affairs. 
Madame had declined to be left at 
hom e, foreseeing, perhaps, a long absence. 
So the fam ily traveled eastward, usually 
stopping at som e town, w hile the father 
pursued 
his 
negotiations, returning to 
them occasionally. 
H is dealings with the IrOquois soon 
brought him to Ondayuka. the good chief 
who had taught him woodcraft when he ¡ 
first fled from his griefs into the forests, and 
since the day that terminated his life, his 
fam ily had been the honored guests of the 
Onondagas. 
This easy life and the defer­ 
ence shown her by the sim ple ” people of 
the hills " suited well the widow D es­ 
m onde. 
She had no wish to return to her 
old home, where she could not live without 
care and toil. 
But the daughter grieved 
for her father and longed for the hom e 
where they had been so happy together. 
Her sadness and continued want of interest i 
in her surroundings irritated the com pla­ 
cent stepmother, and she grew sharp and 
harsh toward the girl. 
She knew well that 
Amber had a reason—but oi which she 
uever spoke—for urging their return, and 
fate had placed in her unscrupulous bauds 
the m eans of breaking this invisible chain 
that drew her daughter so very strongly to­ 
wards the wav wliich madame was deter­ 
mined siie would uot go. 
W hile the merriment and good fellow ­ 
ship were at their bight the venerable 
Ondayuka, w ith a few of his chiefs and 
som e of the foremost of his white visitors, 
m ade a tour o f the green. 
H e had words 
of kindly recognition tor all. 
Accom pany­ 
ing him was his nephew and heir to the 
Cbieftancy; 
Captain Frost, a fine looking, 
middle-aged man; then another nephew— 
the beloved, yet apostate pupil of Eleazar 
W illiam s, the lost Bourbon o f history— 
the wily, eloquent and gifted I.e Fort, then 
a slender and handsom e youth. 
There was another, in the prime of early 
manhood, who seemed to the spectators the 
idea of an Apolio in bronze. 
H e was a 
Seneca, who had come with Uudayuka, and 
desired admission to the tribe. H is reputa­ 
tion as a brave and athlete had preceded 
him . 
It was said that he had not received 
the prom inence which ho sought in the 
com ing campaign, and 
had retired dis­ 
gusted from the service of his own people. 
Such changes have been com mon am ong 
the tribes from tim e im m em orial. 
Tail 
and graceful, dressed in the finest of Indian 
costumes, he moved easily amidst the 
assem bly unembarrassed and keenly ob­ 
servant. 
There was another reason given 
by the Indian gossips for his appearance 
am ong the Onondagas. There was a lovely 
girl of the fam ily of Ondayuka who had 
visited the Senecas, and the report went 
tiiat the brave and 
the 
maiden were 
strongly and m utually attracted. 
In his progress Ondayuka paused before 
the croup who were seated near the Coun­ 
cil H ouse. 
H e greeted them with special 
kindness, and presented his com panions to 
the widow and daughter of his old friend. 
The widow sustained her share of the con­ 
versation with courteous ease and much 
fluency o f cxpressiou. but the young lady 
after raising her soft, dark eyes to the chief 
in friendly greeting, dropped them again 
and seemed too sad and distrait to be ap­ 
proached by the younger of the party. 
Their looks rested in undisguised admira­ 
tion upon her face and form. 
Undayuka 
laid his hand a m om ent on the bowed head, 
saying, in a tone o f rare sym pathy : 
“ My daughter m ust not always grieve. 
She has m any friends yet. 
The W hite 
Rose is welcom e as the sum m er to the 
hearts of the Onondagas. 
Yes, the W hite 
Rose is welcom e.” 
The girl looked up and smiled gratefully, 
and as she m ade a graceful acsnow ledg- 
m ent of his kindness she encountered the 
ardent and flashing eyes of the young 
Seneca. 
She was aware that those burning 
glances 
followed 
her 
throngh 
the 
remainder of 
the 
afternoon, 
and 
a 
vague 
sense 
of 
uneasiness 
oppressed 
her. 
She was glad indeed when the d e­ 
parture o f the w hite guests allowed all to 
retire to their lodges tor a short interval 
of repose before the ceremonies of the 
evening. 
The tw ilight had deepened into sum m er 
night's dark rays, when Madame Desmonde 
and her daughter again took their places ss 
spectators upon the Council green. 
A tall 
pole, gayly decorated with parti-colored 
streamers and feathers, was planted in the 
center: great bonfires blazed brightly at 
the four corners. 
These, constantly feel by 
the busy squaws and children, cast a wild, 
strange light over the scene. 
There was a 
reversal of the daylight ceremonies, as the 


young were now the ch ief performers, 
w hile the old were the on lookers. 
There 
was m uch freedom and hilarity, now that 
the restraint o f the pale faces was removed. 
A 
group 
o f 
young 
m en 
began 
to 
form 
upon 
one 
side 
o f 
the open 
space, 
w hich 
received 
constant 
ad­ 
ditions to its numbers. 
These were the 
dancers. 
There was evidently a question 
as to who should begin the festivities. 
They pushed, and elbowed, and struggled 
together, giggling like school boys, w ith a 
m urm ur o f the vowel-laden dialect of the 
Iroquois undistinguishable to white ears. 
At last the question was settled. The 
young I.e Fort sprang into the circle. 
H is 
agile figure was clothed in the gayest of 
Indian finery suited to the son of a great 
chief. 
Silver ornam ents clashed upon his 
arms and legs, and the snowy lieron- 
plum es waved about his head, as he slow ly 
advanced towards the center and began 
a circuit about the pole. 
In a voice which 
was all his life remarkable for sweetness, 
but now had the reediness o f early youth, 
he began ids accom paniment. 
H e sang of 
the spring-tim e. 
Of falling showers and 
sunshine, and a world set free from ice 
and 
snow. 
Freely 
ran 
the 
river;

He

The corn song was ended, and another 
m easure was begun. 
This was the nance 
in w hich the wom en were expected to join. 
The niece o f Ondayuka led the maidens of 
the tribe. 
From the airy lightness of her 
m ovem ents her people had given her a 
name synonym ous with Thistle down. 
As 
she stood waiting, with an arch show of 
not being able to decide which of the 
young men she would choose for a partner, 
tier dark beauty enhanced by a graceful 
pink robe fashioned for her by the skillful 
lingers o f her friend, Am ber Desm onde; 
her slight figure on tiptoe with expectation; 
all eyes were turned upon her.

asked m adam e. 
"T hat ( have failed to receive his letter 
is true,” said the daughter. 
" That he has 
written. I have never doubted. 
A il w ill be 
explained when we meet.” 
•• Child ! you shall live no longer in your 
fool's paradise! 
Lieutenant A inslie

here, in the cam p on the m eadows.” 
Am ber started visibly, but her voice was 
stead v as she replied : 
" Then he does not know that I—that 
we are here.”

I heard o f his pres­

a surprise. 
H e sent m e word that he knew 
no such people.

A ll safe 
here,” striking her hand over her heart. 
Am ber closed the conversation by rising 
to return hom e.

though she did not know that she had ex­ 
pected any cheerful tidings. 
But this was not all. 
Fay's sharp eyes 
had taken in every detail of the camp and 
its approaches. 
Berries in hand she had 
gone every where and asked questions 
where her eyes failed to m ake her under­ 
stand. 
AH had been kind and polite to 
the ch iefs daughter.

QUESTIONS IN 
MUNICIPAL GOVERN­ 
MENT. 


Jam es I’arton, in his essay in the Forum 
or. municipal government, falls into some 
errors that lead him to unstable conclu­ 
sions. 
Thus lie claims th at the neglect of 
jrolitieal duty by citizens in cities isdue to 
the fault of those who impose upon them 
such duty—that is, it is exacted of the 
voter that he do impossible things. 
As, 
for instance, th at the people cannot select 
a proper Corporation Counsel because that 
duty requires a peculiar knowledge not 
possessed by the people in general. 
So, 
too, with Judges, Sheriffs, etc. 
T he state­ 
m ent is erroneous. 
The people of Ameri­ 
can cities haveam ple means of asiert lining 
the fitness of men for any duty created by 
their laws. 
T he publicity given to tl e 
careers of men, the knowledge of the read­ 
ing public of the successes and failures of 
public men, 
the 
reputation 
of 
those 
who aspire to position being m atter of 
public discussion, all contribute to the for­ 
mation of correct estimates of men by the 
people. 
If fit persons, men untram raeled and 
free, do not present and are not chosen, it 
is due not to incompetent-)- to choose, but 
unwillingness of the proper men to submit 
themselves to the initial methods which 
th e people’s neglect perm it to lie employed 
in transforming the citizen into the ofiice- 
h dder. 
Now it is indisputable, reasoning 
from tiiese premises, th at if John, Yv’illiam, 
H enry and their fellows, constituting the 
m ajority and the best units of municipal 
government, did not transfer by neglect the 
task and responsibility of choosing officers 
to Jam es and his fellows, constituting the 
m inority and the selfish unite of commu­ 
nity life, but, on the contrary, discharged 
th eir political duties fully and conscien­ 
tiously, fit men, free and untram m eled 
candidates, would develop, since there is 
provision in the economy of society for 
everv need. 
Thus ii would lie possible for 
the jieople to choose the best men lor .the 
places to be filled, and we should have 
adm inistrations 
repri - enling 
the 
bjest 
thought of a community. 
Mr. I’arton admits very frankly ih.it it 
is {Kissible for (he people to ■ lioose a good 
M ayor, yet executive ability must 1 e esti­ 
m ated by evidences sim ilnrto those th at are 
necessary in selecting corporation comise!, 
the- lieafi of the police departm ent,or lre-al 
1-y¡.-.lators. 
The trouble is not. as Mr 
Partoii -talcs it, in the diftb n'ty of proper 
choice because of lack of knowledge of pe­ 
culiar o:unifications, but in the neglect of 
political duty by the citizens, the assump­ 


t i o n ot it by those wish axes to grind and 
th e 
ms. ijueut impossibility of independ­ 
ence on the part ot fittest candidates. 
As 
full assumption of ) olitical duty by the 
people will free men fit for ofiice from the 
control of iniiuences they abhor, it will 
bring such m il forward t> honorably con­ 
test for p 'aces of trust. 
In other words, 
capacity for place is now most frequently 
luufie subservient to party under 
the 
control of machinery operated by the few, 
to whom the people's neglect surrenders a 
prcro;ative even greater and more sacred 
than th at of the elective franchise— flie 
selection of those who are to lie voted for. 
if Mr. I’arton and those holding with him 
will suppose th at ideal condition to exist 
in which men could lie perfectly free to 
present 
themselves for 
office 
without 
promise or fee to any objectionable influ- 
cnccswhatever, they w illbeable toconceive 
of a state of society in which honorable 
ambition to serve the public in positions 
of trHst will always put the fittest fore­ 
most among candidates. 
In the new charter of San Francisca 
alxmt to be voted upon, it is proposed to 
vest unjiaraileled powers in the M ayor to 
name the most iuqiortant sulxirdinate offi­ 
cers. 
T his is based— in part, at least, we 
assume— upon the idea that the people are 
incom petent to select them by vote or by 
representative bodies, but are still able to 
choose one whom they can hold account­ 
able for the whole municipal administra­ 
tion. 
If this is adm itted for a moment, of 
w hat avail will the centralization of m u­ 
nicipal power be unless this trustee of such 
vast power is himself jicrfectly free from 
th e control of the few ? W ill it not rather 
be an exemplification of the poor policy of 
putting all the eggs into one basket ? 
The enlargem ent of the trust referred to, 
and which is m uch the same policy urged 
in New York, it will beurged,asw as argued 
last vear in the la-t-nam eJ city, will first, 
m ake the people more careful whom they 
select, and thus secure a better result; 
second, make the Executive more inde­ 
pendent of control, and thus result in 
firmer 
adm inistrations; 
third, impress 
upon him a due sense of his direct re­ 
sponsibility to the people. 
But, on the 


other hand, it can be replied, first, th at it 
enables the machine men of party to con­ 
centrate their effort.-, upon one point, and 
th a t won, to control through one man 
what before they managed through scores 
of m en ; secondly, without a change in the 
methods of selecting nominees—and which 
change can only lie effected by discharge 
of political duty by the many— the people 
will have only a choice between candidates 
suliservient to the m achinery controlled in 
each great party by like objectionable in- 
Huences; thirdly, th at the present system 
is better than the new, w ithout the revolu­ 
tion indicated, since the machine element, 
wiser than its opponents, perm its the lat­ 
ter some trium phs, in order not to utterly 
revolt the voting masses. 
These are the open questions- now being 
debated, and they hinge upon the neglect 
of jiolitical duty in the genesis of govern­ 
ment. 
A ll such devices as the vesting of 
great power in a few under present politi­ 
cal methods, are palliatives, partial reme­ 
dies perhaps, but not specifics such as are 
needed to purify the stream at its source. 
T his can never lie done short of the ward 
meeting, the prim ary, and the caucus. 
Ju st so long as these are surrendered to 
the control of the few, the men who testify 
to independence and capacity by refusing 
to submit themselves to the bargain and 
sale policy of bossism, will n 't come for­ 
ward—with here and there -n exception, 
where spasmodic revolt commands respect 
and works the defeat o’* the machine. 
Just so long as political d*'t_v is surren­ 
dered to the few, it is nal m-1 to expect 
the few to use 
their powc- 
for 
self­ 
reward. 
Just so long as the people neg­ 
lect the prim al political duty in i e Amer­ 
ican city, so long will it remain, as David 
Dudley Field statistically proves is true in 
New York, that the very few will dictate 
to the very many who they shall vote for 
in m unicipal government. 


APPRENTICESHIP TO TP.ADES. 


Governor Hill, in his message to the 
New York Legislature, calls attention to 
the decline of the trade apprenticeship as 
an evil, and Governor Ames, of Massa­ 
chusetts, luis invited the Legislature of 
th at State to the same study. 
Trade or­ 
ganizations have practically broken down 
apprentice systems. 
The man with sons 
mav have them taught a trade now a days 
onlv by consent of some one who is in no 
way related to them.' In fact, only a very 
few are perm itted to enter the trades, and 
as a result we are sending abroad for 
skilled 
workmen. 
The Trade Unions 
would be more American, to say nothing 
of being more just, if they gave greater 
attention to closing the gates of the trades 
to alien workmen, and opening them to 
native-born boys to become skilled by ap­ 
prenticeship. 
The New York Sun declares 
that— 
in certain trades—th a t of cabinet-m aking, for 
iustance—th e skilled m echanics arc alm ost 
wholly foreigners. G erm ans chiefly ; acd even 
carpenter worn, in w hich native A m ericans 
w ere form erly so expert, is now pau-ing into the 
hands ot m en w ho learned th e business in 
Europe. These foreigners come here thoroughly 
tr incd in th eir trades, afier the m anner o f our 
own w orkm en in th e earlier days, and they 
have before them a pretty free ' field. _,or the 
ranks of th e native m echanics have not been 
tilled up by the graduation of apprentices into 
m aster w orkm en. The boys have turned th eir 
backs, w ith som ething like disdain, upon the 
m anual occupations of th eir fathers, and gone 
to join th e innum erable ho9t o f those w ho are 
trying to pick up a living by unskilled labor 
w hich docs not soil and harden th eir h ands 
Very true; but the “ boys” have largely 
been driven to join the “ innumerable 
host” simply because the wicket gate of 
apprenticeship has been closed to them. 
Governor Ilill proposes to meet the evil 
by “ making manual labor, w ithin certain 
limits, a part of the public school system, 
certainly in the cities and larger towns of 
the State,” and urges “ the necessity of a 
new and stringent apprenticeship law to 
meet the requirements and wishes alike of 
manufacturers and organized labor.” 
The 
first remedy will not do. 
There are too 
many “ tilings” in the public schools now. 
The poor man, of all others, can afford to 
give bis children an education, and this 
he can do in most cases only up to the 
close of the gramm ar grades. 
Any man­ 
ual training stdiools should come after that 
period, and be distinct front the common 
schools. 
But such schools would certainly 
be opposed by labor organizations for the 
same reason th at leads them to resist any 
proposal for liberal apprentice laws. 
But 
for all that, apprentice systems should be 
opened, and Amcrican-born boys given full 
opportunity to crowd back the inflow of 
alien skilled laborers. 
Mr. Charles F. 
Peck, the Commissioner of Labor Statis­ 
tics 
in 
New 
York, 
in 
bis 
report 
for 188”), cited more than twenty trades in 
which foreign skilled workmen come here 
and engage in one season, and return to 
Europe to follow in another, and yet we 
are told there i no room for those of our 
own household. 
The late chief executive 
of this State was kept dancing attendance 
six mouths before lie could secure for his 
son admission to a trade, but In th at time 
scor's of alien skilled laborers came in and 
secured work. 
The constant outcry is that 
our children scorn manual labor, but it is 
a fact th at so little inducement or oppor­ 
tunity offers for them to become skilled 
laborers, th at nothing better can result 
than dislike to labor. 
W hen it is said 
that an apprentice law should lie framed 
to meet “ alike the requirements of manu­ 
facturers and organized labor,” tiiere is 
proposed by Governor H ill quite an im- 
[gissible task. 
An apprentice law to suit 
both would indeed be a curiosity. 
W hen 
the question is solved, it will be upon the 
broad plane of the common right to com­ 
pete in all lines of industry. 
The doctrine 
certainly applies to railway ojieration, and 
is popular; 
the professions put no lim it 
upon their nnmbers, and leave to the most 
skilled the working out of their own des­ 
tiny ; agriculture has no arbitrary law to 
prevent entry tqion it, nor would it lie tol­ 
erated even by the trade organizations—in 
short, “ lim itatio n ” applies to but a por­ 
tion of the vocations in life, and should 
apply to none. 


MAUDLIN SENTIM ENTAL! TY. 


A correspondent of the Chicago Inter­ 
Ocean takes the newspapers to task for the 
atmosphere 
of m audlin 
sentim entality 
thrown alxiut Spies and his associates- 
Tnere has been on the part of many of the 
reporters an evident disposition, he says, to 
sit at the feet of Spies and write of him as 
a sujierior man, and some of the incuba­ 
tions of the reporters have been as objec­ 
tionable as the worst of the letters written 
by light-headed women who have made no 
secret of th eir adm iration for the con­ 
demned men. 
Thereupon the Inter-Ocean replies that 
if it has ever erred in the direction spoken 
of, it makes hum ble apology to the public; 
th at its policy is to discuss questions in 
volved in the conviction and punishm ent 
of the Anarchists.'and not to enter into 
any m atters touching their personal af­ 
fairs. 
H aving explained this much, that 
journal turns to some exposure of the in­ 
side of this sickly sentim entality about 
.Spies. 
For instance, it alleges th at the 
newspaj>er offices of Chicago have been 


haunted by women and men who endeavor 
to exercise an influence in favor of Spies 
and Parsons. 
“ The talk of some of these 
jieople was silly and as shameful as any­ 
thing that has ever been uttered in connec­ 
tion with any trial. 
Some of the infatu­ 
ated women went so far as to speak of 
Spies as being the most C liristlike man 
th at they had ever seee. 
Some there were 
to suggest th at he m ight lie Christ and 
this was the second coming. 
The sacri­ 
legious spirit of these utterances did not 
seem to strike many people who made 
strong pretensions as church members. 
The absurdity of attributing such qualities 
to a man who was a habitual scoffer did 
not occur to men who were given to a lie- 
lief th at they jiosscsscd a large amount of 
common sense.” 
A great deal of allowance is to be made 
for the impulsive sym pathy of women for 
those in trouble, but it is something of a 
revelation th a t this sentim ent has become 
so feverish among Christian professing 
women as to develop abnorm al sym pathy 
for the Anarchists, th at is nothing short of 
insanity. 
It appears th at there has been 
diligent effort on the part of certain influ­ 
ences to cultivate the sym pathetic quality 
to an abnormal stage, which in its purity 
is the chief attribute of womanly char­ 
acter. 
O ur contemporary aver-' th at when 
the full history of this organized move­ 
ment to interest young girls and suscept­ 
ible women in a condemned A narchist lias 
been w ritten there will be a good rnany 
people to blush for shame. 
“ It seems in­ 
credible 
to 
the 
practical, wholesome- 
minded jieople of everv-day life that 
women and men could be given to such 
utterances as are reported above. 
T his is 
a mere hint at the m audlin, morbid senti­ 
m ent th at lias found utterance in a circle 
responsible for much of the recent scandal.” 
It adds, by way of apology for the news­ 
papers th at have not said more about it 
than they have, from reluctance to speak 
severely of women. 
T his is more credit­ 
able to th eir gallantry than to their judg­ 
ment. 
The press of Chicago m ight have 
put a wholesome check upon the m audlin 
sentim entality, by publishing the names 
and expressions of the “ C hristian ” women 
—and the rattle-brained m en—whaliecame 
apologists for assassins. 
The papers could 
have better faced the charge of persecuting 
the condemned, than by silence have be­ 
come, at they did, abettors of the insane 
and vicious sentim entality that led other­ 
wise rcsjiectable women to take steps to 
thw art the execution of the laws. 


PROFESSOR HILGABD ON IRRIGATION 
AND DRAINAGE. 


In Professor 
Ililgard's pam phlet on 
“ A lkali Lands, Irrigation and Drainage,” 
just issued from the State printing office, 
he confines him self almost entirely to the 
effect of irrigation upon the alkali and 
adobe lands, and the need for correlative 
under-drainage. 
After going over the 
ground elaborately and clearly explaining 
the constituents of the alkali soils, and of 
the irrigation waters of California, he con­ 
cluded th a t it is of the highest importance 
to investigate thoroughly not only the 
quantity hut also the quality of the waters 
available for irrigation in the arid regions. 
Thus he insists upon the people becoming 
thoroughly conversant with the necessity 
of drainage correlative with irrigation, in 
order to avoid the conversion of some of 
the finest agricultural lands of the San 
Joaquin valley into swampy alkali flats. 
All the data for intelligent action in the 
premises he claims are at hand. 
The ex­ 
act condition of things th at now exists in 
India, he thinks, menaces irrigation in our 
southern districts, and therefore in the or­ 
ganization of irrigation in California he 
insists th at care be taken th at correlative 
drainage be provided in the beginning. 
Already, he adds, not only has the Reh 
plague, which so afflicted India, made its 
appearance— 
to a distressing degree iu some regions, but 
w here pervious soils’are traversed by high-laid 
ditches these are bordered by the sw am p grow th 
w hich has com pletely displaced th at ol the dry 
plains; and at m any points we see the farm s of 
early settlers, who, for convenience of bringing 
irrigation w ater, located in the low er ground, 
now being overrun b y th e w aterw hich has been 
brought iii unnecessary abundance, or through 
leaky canals, upon th e adjacent hig h er lands. 
W hen th e plains of Fresno, Tulare an d Kern 
w ere first settled it was often found, in digging 
tvclls, t It at no perceptible m oisture existed at 
depths from th irty to forty feet below the sur­ 
face. After th e region had been irrigated here 
an d there for several years, the levt-1 of moist­ 
ure, and w ith it the w ater table, gradually rose 
by the leakage through th e pervious bottoms 
am i sides o f t no ditches, so th at oue-liaif to one- 
th ird of the w ater previously needed sufficed 
for a grain cro p ;, and. as tiie dilehes w ere in ­ 
creased in num ber and extended in length, th e 
w hole country g radually tilled up from below, 
u ntil now in" any o f th e low er ground—e.-g., 
n ear Fresno—w ater m ay be fouud at from three 
to five feet, an d n ear the ditches frequently at 
th e surface. 
The parched depths have ceased 
to exist, but now th e superabundance o f w ater 
threatens to force all the roots of trees and vines 
near to th e surface, uud by rendering it ini- 
]xissiMe for them to live at tiie greater depths in 
w hich they n atu rally would seek th eir nourish­ 
m ent in such pervious soils, they are confined 
to, and have to subsist upon, a relatively th in 
mu face layer, even if no direct injury accrues 
from riie contact of w ater. T hus deep soils are 
rendered shallow , and w hatever o f alkali has 
accum ulated w ithin them during ages is brought 
n ear the surface, an d w ill, unless forestalled, 
surely bring some or all o f the evils so well set 
fo rth 'in lie- report of ih e Indian I'rh Com­ 
m ittee. 
" 
It i-s a p p a re n t fro m h is re m a rk s th a t th e 


su b jec t n eed s th e closest in v e stig a tio n , an d 


cool a n d ra tio n a l ju d g m e n t, fo r a n y sy stem 


o f irrig a tio n to -be a d o p te d in C a lifo rn ia : 
W hatever laws regulating irrigation are en ­ 
acted, should 
sim ultaneously provide lor a 
proper collocation 
an d construction of the 
ditches or canals w ith respect to drainage, since 
otherw ise no one whose land lies low er than 
th at on w hich another can bring w ater w ill be 
safe from dow nright ruin. The loose and irreg­ 
ular m anner in w hich ditches have been laid 
an d distributed w ill have to be rectified, at 
w hatever expense m ay he required, for the pro­ 
tection of the rights o f ow ners on the lower 
levels. 
. 
lie bolds that the facts as nature has 
made them should lie plainly set before 
tiie people, so th at money may not be in­ 
vested in useless undertakings or damage 
done which it may be difficult to undo 
hereafter. 
There are few rivers, lie ex­ 
plains, iu the world of such composition 
or natural purity that continued irrigation 
without correlative under-draiuage can he 
practiced without in the end causing an 
injurious accumulation of surface salts in 
the soil. 
In India this evil has become 
painfully apparent, and “ to such an ex­ 
tent that, after the expenditure of enor­ 
mous sums for bringing water upon the 
fields, the Government now finds itself 
face to face with the costly problem of its 
economical removal, by drainage, so as to 
relieve the soil of the accumulated alkali, 
which has rendered it unfit for cultivation. 
Earlv attention to this m atter, with such 
foresight as will prevent the occurrence of 
sim ilar difficulties, cannot be to earnestly 
recommended to alt interested in land 
needing irrigation, from the Pacific const 
to Colorado and Kansas.” 
The warning of Professor H iigard con­ 
cerning the “ sw am ping” of land and the 
“ rise of alk ali" will scarcely be un­ 
heeded. 
H e makes t he fact too prom inent 
to be avoided th at 
in 
the irrigated 
districts of 
K ern and Tulare valleys 
the 
alkali 
is 
continually 
extend­ 
ing its area and seriously damaging the 
crops. 
H is epigram m atic statem ent is full 
of meaning th at the “hush up” policy 
must not be countenanced, but th at “now, 
when the necessity for the establishment 
of some definite system of irrigation has 
become too obvious to be longer put aside, 


the discussion of irrigation and drainage 
in their bearings upon the alkali question, 
in the light of past experience, not only 
in California, but in other irrigation coun­ 
tries, cannot and should not be postponed, 
since to do .so can but result in an unne­ 
cessary repetition of the same costly ex- 
jicrience.” 
The pam phlet from which we have 
made these im portant 
extracts is not 
large, but well filled with fact recitals, 
and ought to have the widest possible 
reading by all interested in the irrigation 
problem. 


THE CEREMONIAL OF WOE.

J . Macdonald 
Oxlev 
argues wisely, 
th at funeral trappings, m ourning emblems, 
monuments, urns and m ortuary tablets 
lessen not one w hit the woes of the 
mourner, in no wise perpetuate affectionate 
remembrance of the dead, but convert the 
outgoing of a life into a period of gloom, 
and in no way conserve a good purpose. 
H e prefers the method of the father, who, 
when their m other died, resolved th at her 
young children should not associate her 
natural departure from life's activity with 
terror and gloom. 
So, between deatli and 
the grave, the household was not robed in 
black, the sunlight was not shut out, the 
wound of loss was not kept bleeding by 
tlie conventional probings of prefatorv 
funeral ceremonial. 
W hen the tim e for 
iniium ation came, the family laid their 
dead away, w ith flowers fresit plneked by 
tlieir own hands from gardens she and 
they loved, the floral tokens unfashioned 
into som ier insignia of woe, but as natural 
as was the great and inevitable change 
th at came upon her. 
So she was buried, 
with a prayer and loving tears amidst the 
sorrows of her wondering children, for the 
first tim e face to face witii death, but meet­ 
ing it w ithout any sense of terror, the 
wounds 
of their affection 
untorn bv 
gloomy preparations or agonizing cere­ 
monial. 
T he body of the BLshop of 
Ripon was borne to the grave by his sons 
and near relatives, and only these assem­ 
bled after departure from the church ; a 
few flowers, a spray of ivy and the tears of 
love were the only memorials th at fell 
upon the sod above him . 
W e remember 
the deatli of an aged man whose six sons 
were 
his 
pall-bearers, discharging an 
office too sacred for hands foreign to his 
household, and the same hands placed 
him in his grave and strewed upon it the 
flowers th at in life lie loved. 
Oxley’s pro­ 
test 
against 
funeral extravagance 
and 
dram atic working up of “ the agonies,” 
hoary with antiquity though the customs 
are, is well entered. 
Common sense con­ 
demns the extravagance and folly of funeral 
display, which in the m ajority of eases 
visits 
expense 
upon those least 
able 
to 
bear 
it, 
and 
the 
sequel 
of 
which 
is 
frequently 
a 
heavy 
bur 
den 
of debt. 
O ur 
m ourning 
customs 
lacking 
the 
sim plicity and gentleness 
they should have become dram atic episodes 
in life, w ith actors whose emotion should 
be too sacred for the public eye. The rich 
may indulge in the luxury of woe typified 
by pageant and extravagant ceremonial, 
but for the masses it is folly,as also for the 
wealthy. 
The one class should not, the 
other cannot, afford it. 
Mr. Oxley ex 
claims against crape, and his protest re 
fleets a growing sentim ent that it is the 
dictate of fashion and not of grief, and 
therefore should be abandoned. 
I t is un- 
hcalthful, as well as expensive, and in 
proof of its artificiality the evidence is 
m arshaled of the rigorous decree of fash 
ion, which classifies the supposed decadence 
of grief into such divisions as to call for 
departm ents in stores and m illinery shops, 
devoted to “ habiliinent.nl 
consolation” 
graded according to the degrees of be­ 
reavement. 
We are with Oxley in his de­ 
mand for the abolition of the signs of 
death’s heads and cross-bones in any and 
all forms.

I t is very gratifying to notice the activ­ 
ity and reawakened interest in this city 
eoncerning imm igration schemes and work. 

The centers of 
population and commerce are to be fixed 
in California in the next year or two. The 
city or county th at is a laggard now, will 
surely be “ left out in the cold.” 
W e have 
no tim e to spare in this m atter, and ought 
to put much money into the new eflbrt. 
Sacramento yesterday sent a second repre­ 
sentative to Los Angeles, and our agency 
there will now be a prom inent and estab­ 
lished fai t. 
But th at is not enough. 
Wc 
must prepare for strangers to come to us. 
It will avail us nothing to say to them, 
“ H ere are lands, buy and till them ; here 
are plats, buy and lay out colonies and 
bring water upon the soil.” 
On the con­ 
trary we ought to prepare colony plats, lay 
out streets and ria ls, m ake needed reser­ 
vations, ditch and pipe water to the lands 
where needed, and then say to colonists, 
“ Here, for a small 
sum 
down, 
you 
may 
have 
credit, and 
keep 
enough 
to 
live 
upon 
until the 
soil 
yields ; 
here you may locate and at once begin 
labor th at will yield you returns the first 
year; here you will be surrounded by 
neighbors, have highways provided, be 
assured of schools, and more than back­ 
woods comforts.” 
On that plan all colony 
tvork has proceeded that lias succeeded. 
O ur peojde w ith lands to “ sell” may as 
well take in their signs unless they are 
willing to sacrifice one acre in ten to 
double the value on the rem aining nine. 


It is something of a surprise to hear 
lawyers telling the Legislature that it is 
tolly to encourage the system th at all hut 
coerces the Supreme Court into w riting 
out opinions. 
But it is gratifying. 
We 
have too many opinions now, and very ex­ 
tended ones and besides a m ultitude o’" 
precedent* arc the bane of practice. In six 
cases out of ten they are provocative of 
new litigation, when the scheme of law— 
according to its maxims—is to discourage 
contention. 
If the Legislatare can, by 
any method, break up the practice of 
w riting opinions in so m any cases, it will 
do great good to the whole Jieople. 
Tl.e 
Supreme Court is 1,000 cases behind in its 
business. 
It never can “ catch u p ” if it 
pursues the present practice of arguing anew 
everv case in deciding it. 
Let it be the 
rule to affirm,modify or reverse judgments 
merely, save where a paragraph or two, by 
pointing out error, will tend to prevent 
others from falling into it.

flowers, her m am m oth trees (one of which 
has been felled to the ground, is hollow 
and will freely adm it of a man on norse- 
btok riding through it and out at a knot­ 
hole), her famous Yosemite falls and val­ 
ley, lorest of petrified- tries, the geysers, 
from which water will occasionally spurt 
lo the bight of seventy-five feet, her hot 
springs, oil springs, sweet springs, bitter 
springs, ber beautiful cities and pictur­ 
esque scenery; as you listen to the de­ 
scription of all these wonderful things 
you cannot help but feel that you are in a 
“ w onderland,” of which you are sorry 
vou are not a resident, ami you are led to 
exclaim, “ California, truly thou art great 
and wonderful 1” Mr. Becker is a pleasing 
talker, uses fine rhetoric; bis flights of 
oratory are g ran d ; he is the happy pos­ 
sessor of a rem arkable flow of language, and 
as a linguist he occupies a front rank.

T h e D e a th o f F e t t e s a n d H is W if e .— 
The autopsy on the bodies of Andrew and 
Catharine Fettes was made yesterday. 
It 
was found that four bullets had entered 
the woman's body. One passed through 
the left hand, which appeared to have been 
thrown up as a guard ; then through the 
rim of the left ear into Ihe head, ami lodged 
iu the temporal bone on the opposite side. 
Another bullet passed through the neck, 
from right to left. A third entered on the 
left side of the body, fracturing the ninth 
rib, and passed out on the right side near 
the twelfth rib. 
In its passage through the 
body this bullet perforated the diaphragm 
and spleen and lacerated the intestines. 
The fourth wound was to the right of the 
spine, and the ball penetrated the right 
kidney, where it was found.

MILITARY SOTES. 


T h e 
M ilitary 
B ills — In sp ectio n 
N ext 
"Week—E tc. 
Some objection having been made by 
members of the Military CV^umittees of the 
Legislature to the clause of the bill now be­ 
fore them whereby a member of a company 
could be dishonorably discharged by a two- 
thirds vote of his comrades, the section, by 
consent, will be withdrawn, and trial by 
Court martial will be had as heretofore. 
Commission is provided for to adopt a 
"service” uniform fur the troops, and to 
provide some distinguishing insignia of the 
various regiments, but the change will not 
b eso great that one can be distinguished 
from another when in line. Companies 
not located at the regimental headquarters 
vjill be allowed transportation to such 
headquarters and return, when going into 
an encampment, and it is understood that 
regiments and battalions can choose their 
own camping ground. There are no great 
changes attempted in the new bills, but the 
matter of providing new uniforms for all, 
and also uniforming the non-commissioned 
staff, signal corps, bands, etc., together with 
the prospect of having armories in the near 
future, will infuse new life into the Na­ 
tional Guard. The members of the Mili­ 
tary Committees generally recognize the 
merits of the bills, and have reported 
favorably upon them, and if the Ways and 
Means and Finance Committees view the 
matter in the same light and report favor­ 
ably on the appropriations asked tor, the 
Legislature will no doubt fall in line. 
_ 
The committees inspected the troops in 
San Francisco last week, and it was demon­ 
strated that nearly all were sadly in need 
of uniforms. There will be an inspection 
of the Sacramento companies next Thurs­ 
day evening at the armory, followed bv a 
drill and dress parade. The Military Com­ 
mittees will be present, and the Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, Speaker Jordan, the 
Chairmen of the Ways and Means and Fi­ 
nance 
Committees, General Cosby and 
other State officers will be invited to be 
present, and inspect the clothing, accoutre­ 
ments. arms and armories. Seats will be 
provided for invited guests in the lower 
lia'il. and tlic public will be admitted to the 
galleries. The band will be present with 
twentv pieces, and as such an occasion is of 
great moment to the N. G. C., there will no 
doubt be full ranks, although there are not 
uniforms for the full membership of some 
of the companies, nor for the band. There 
is some talk of discarding all belts and car­ 
tridge-boxes and substituting the regular 
armv cartridge belt. General Cosby in­ 
tends to have some medals struck off, and 
offer them as prizes for sharpshooters, and 
also to distribute some of the latest im 
proved rifles among the best shooting com­ 
panies. 
It is expected also, that parts for 
the repair of ritles now in use will be 
shortly procured from the United States 
Government. 
Company B (the battery) boys are mak­ 
ing arrangements to visit N evada City, Feb­ 
ruary 22:1, when Captain Rapjxs company 
gives its annual ball. The company con­ 
template going up on the overland as far as 
Colfax, on the 21st, and arrive at Nevada 
City about midnight. The visit will no 
doubt lie a pleasant one to all who go. 
Captain Stevens, who has been quite ill, 
is about again and at work. 
There has probably been no time in the 
history of the regiment when battalion 
evolutions have been better understood by 
company officers than the present, and the 
drill held last week was no exception to 
this. 
Forming line to the front, from col­ 
umn of companies, with facings to the 
rear; changes of front faced to the rear; 
deployments from close column on leading, 
rear, and interior companies, did not seem 
to tax the knowledge of company com­ 
manders in the least, except in one or two 
instances, when a Lieutenant commanded 
one of the companies. This is very grat­ 
ifying, and if the city companies had suffi­ 
cient room and two drills a month for a short 
period, they would have a pretty accurate 
knowledge of their business in battalion 
evolutions. 
If an encampment can be held 
by the regiment this season, its close will 
develop a well-drilled body of men. one 
that its officers may well be proud of. 
If the bills pass authorizing (lie purchase 
of uniforms for the National Guardsmen, 
we learn that an effort will be made here 
to organize a first class cadet company, hav­ 
ing its full complement of officers, but the 
whole to be in charge of an experienced 
officer. If care is exercised in selecting the 
members of the company, and it be placed 
in charge of the right man, it will be a 
success, and an acquisition to the regi­ 
ment.

C on tin u ation o f th e D iscu ssio n b efore tlie 
S en a te J u d icia ry C o m m ittee. 
TV. A. Anderson appeared before theSen- 
ate Judiciary Committee yesterday morn­ 
ing to cppese the passage of Senator Dray’s 
bill—which is identical with that intro 
duced in the Assembly by Mr. Carroll— 
amending the statutes approved March 25, 
1872, providing for the redemption of the 
funded indebtedness of the ci v of Sacra­ 
mento. 
Mr. Anderson said he appeared in 
behalf of the Board of City Trustees, to 
oppose the measure, and he was sure that 
the majority of the people of the city also 
were opposed to it. He said Judge Beatty's 
statement before the committee the preced­ 
ing evening had all the elements of theory, 
but he looked generally to results instead 
of theories. 
He said the debt the city was 
laboring trader was conceived in fraud, and 
was all made from March, 1850, to July, 
of 1851. 
He held that the city was not 
morally obligated to give the bondholders 
iuorejthan 35 cents for their bonds, and he 
was not in favor of giving them one cent 
more than that. There was some $85,000 a 
year that could be applied to the payment 
of the debt, and he was opposed to levying 
an additional tax, claiming that such action 
appreciated the price of the bonds. As 
fast 
n3 
the 
bonds 
fell 
due 
they 
were 
non-interest-bearing. 
As 
the 
light 
payment 
of $80,000 was insuf­ 
ficient 
to pay them 
for many years, 
terms could be made with the bondholders 
that would allow a retunding or some 
other means of wiping out the debt, aud 
the bondholders would not get more than 
the city was morally obliged to pay—35 
cents on the dollar. 
He claimed that the 
Funded Debt Commission was not. and 
never was a benefit to the city. 
He ad­ 
vocated its abolishment. 
We want, he 
said, to stick to our obligation to pay 35 
cents on the dollar, and object to the pas­ 
sage of this or any other bill that will en­ 
hance the value of the bonds—$320,000 
becomes due in 18.88.84UO.ÜOO in 1893,$4tK).- 
000 in 1898 and $400,000 in 1903. 
After 
they become due they can collict no inter­ 
est and none of the principal except so far 
a- the $85,000 goes. 
He also urged that 
this was special legislation, and in that 
particular was unconstitutional. 
He reviewed the litigation of the bond 
question before the Supreme Court of this 
State and that of the United States. The 
Funded Debt Commission was detrimental 
to the best interests of the city, and he 
asked the committee to draft a bill repeal­ 
ing the law creating the Commission. 
Senator Drav and Judge Beatty took is­ 
sue with Anderson on all of his statements, 
and for a time there was a fierce war of 
words. 
F’urther hearing of the bill was de­ 
ferred until the first part of next week.

It is claimed by those who oppose the 
wise financial plans of the City Funded 
Debt Commission, that its abolition will 
tend to depreciate the city bonds and thus 
hasten 
compromise. 
More transparent 
tallacy was never conjured up in the inter­ 
est of unyielding creditors, or to deceive 
an over-taxed people. 
Let us see what the exact facts arc. T he' 
Funded Debt Commission, for the city, 
lioids about $473 000 worth of bonds, and 
over 
$800,000 worth of detached cou­ 
pons. 
The 
sinking 
and 
interest 
fund 
yields 
about 
$S5,000 per an­ 
num. 
Of 
this 
the 
Commission, 
the 
city, draws 
about 
$55.000, 
leaving only $30,000 to pay about $00,000 of 
interest to outside bondholders. This would 
be a “ t locking up” of unpaid interest to 
them of about $36,000 a year. 
As there 
are therefore insufficient lunds to pay the 
bondholders’ interest, it follows that the 
market value of the bonds depreciates. 
This must be within the comprehension ot 
even a child. 
Now, let us see why the bondholders de­ 
sire the Commission dissolved. 
If that is 
done, the $473,000 of bonds it holds are 
cancelled, dead, of no vitality, and the en­ 
tire $85,000 goes to the payment of .interest 
upon the bonds remaining vital and held 
by individuals, to wit, about 
$1,000,000. 
At 6 per cent, this will take $06,000 ot the 
$85.000, leaving about $19,000, which bond­ 
holders can call for to be applied upon 
their principal of the bonds. 
It is cer­ 
tainly clear to any intelligence capable of 
subtracting and addiDg, that payment of 
all accruing interest and payment upon the 
principal will appreciate the bonds, make 
the bondholders’ investment a better one, 
and utterly bar the way to any possible 
compromise with them. 
But. say the bondholders' 
advocates, 
masquerading as friends of the city, "as 
the bonds fall due they cease to bear inter­ 
est. They thus 'block up’ and receive only 
the $15,000 a year to release the ‘gorge ’ ” 
Let us see how this will work ? The city 
has secured through its Commission, as we 
have shown. $178 000 of bonds and $800.(X 9 
of coupons, on which it draws over half the 
fund provided to pay interest and principal. 
Blot out the Commission, and there is $178,­ 
000 less of bonds and a loss of such of the 
$800,000 
of 
coupons 
as 
have- 
not 
matured. 
In 
1888 
$320,000 
of bonds fall due and cease to draw in­ 
terest. There will then he dead, so far as 
interest is concerned, $798,000 worth of 
bonds, and alive and interest drawing 
about $702,000 of outside bonds to absorb 
the $15,CM) a \ear. At six per cent, it will 
pay nearly $13,000 on interest accruing, 
leaving $42,090 for the b mdholdcrs to re­ 
ceive for payment of their principal. That 
this will certainly appreciate the value of 
the outstanding bonds cannot be denied. 
But if the Commission remains in existence 
there will not be any surplus to apply upon 
the principal, and therefore the bonds 
must dcriri ciate. Moreover, with the Com­ 
mission in existence, we are enabled by its 
machinery, to buy bonds not falling due 
for many years to'comc; draw the interest 
upon them, and thus rapidly discharge the 
city’s indebtedness, 
and 
by preventing 
the whole interest fund from being ab­ 
sorbed by outside holders of- bonds, render 
it every year more easy to secure the sur­ 
render of the evidences of the city's in­ 
debtedness.

it, som e of this organic m atter is of ani- j 
m al origin, w hich is usually recognized as ' 
pollu ting ; b u t w hen we say th a t a soil is 
polluted we m ean th a t it contains a suf­ 
ficient quan tity of such m atter to m ake 
th e fact easily recognizable w ithout having 
recourse to delicate chem ical or m icro­ 
scopical tests. 
As a rule, a polluted soil 
com m unicates to w ater passing through it, 
or to the air above it, eith er organic m atter 
in a state o f decom position or som e of the 
products of such decom position. 
T he ex ­ 
ceptions to this are few, and occur chiefly 
in connection w ith th e waste products of 
certain 
m anufactories — such as 
alkali 
waste, 
for exam ple, 
w hich 
gives 
off 
su lphureted hydrogen. 
T h e form s of soil pollution w hich are of 
the m ost practical im portance are those due 
to th e deposit o f decaying garbage and offal 
in th e filling in of hollow s in cities, and to 
the leaching or soakage of excrem entilious 
m atter from cesspools, privy-vaults, etc., or 
from th e surface o f streets. 
T h e effects of soil pollution vary greatly 
according to th e season o f th e year, th e 
am o u n t of m oisture pi esent, the use m ade 
of the contam inated subsoil water, and, 
m ost of all, upon th e character o f th e m i­ 
cro-organism s w hich live and flourish in 
th e organic m atter. 
In th e m ajority of 
cases these m icro-organism s are of a kind 
th a t do good w ork in decom posing such 
m atters and in sterilizing th eir vicinity by­ 
giving out products w hich are poisonous to 
other and m ore dangerous form s of bacte­ 
rial life. 
T he greater th e proportion of air 
in th e soil, th e m ore porous and the drier it 
is, w ithin certain lim its, the m ore active are 
these harm less m icro-organism s and the 
m ore quickly and thoroughly will they do 
th e w ork of purification. A certain am ount 
of m oisture is necessary for them , for abso­ 
lute dryness puts a stop to all grow th of 
bacteria, even if it does not destroy th eir 
life. 
W hen, to a polluted soil, certain form s of 
bacteria capable o f producing specific dis­ 
ease gain access, un d er favorable conditions 
for th eir grow th, we have soil infection pro­ 
duced. 
T he specific diseases w hich m ay 
be connected w ith specific soil infections 
are not yet well know n, but there is good 
reason for th in k in g that an th rax , cholera, 
typhoid fever and yellow fever belong 
to this class, and in one sense m alarial 
fevers belong to the sam e category. 
T h e infection of soil is produced by 
bringing in contact w ith it th e excretions 
o f those affected w ith specific diseases, or 
by b urying in it file bodies o f living beings 
w ho have died from such diseases. 
H ence 
th e danger th a t a soil w ill becom e infected 
is proportionate to its liability to pollution 
w ith excreta, for w here sewage w hich is 
not specifically dangerous goes is th e place 
w here the dangerous sewage is m ost likely 
to go. 
» 
A soil m ay be polluted for m onths or 
years w ithout being infected, but it is al­ 
ways liable to infection, and in m an y cases 
it produces discom fort, nuisance and even 
disease, w hen it cannot produce specific 
disease. 
T he prevention of soil pollution in the 
vicinity o f h u m an habitations is one of 
th e m ost im portant branches of m unicipal 
hygiene. 
W hat is to be done w ith a soil 
already polluted is a question w hich we 
w ill discuss hereafter.

It m eans th a t th e m ilk 
should be draw n from th e cow as speedily 
as possible an d taken into pu re air and 
strained, and th en set into cold w ater, and 
the anim al heat and th e an im al odor then 
taken out as quickly as possible. 
It m eans 
even m ore th an th at. 
1 th in k th e m ilk 
should be aerated—th at is, it should be 
b rought to th e air as soon as possible. 
A t 
m y cream ery in V erm ont, we have been 
try in g tc get som e of our farm ers to take 
care o f th e m ilk so th at we can extract the 
cream from it as soon as it com es to the 
cream ery. 
It has been kept tw o weeks 
and delivered to the perfect satisfaction of 
the consum ers. I t was sw eet and th e flavor 
was nice." 
M r. A ngelí, follow ingM r. Rowell, added ; 
“ T h ere is ju st one th in g m ore th a t I wish 
to say. 
My friend here has been giving all 
th e requirem ents necessary for m aking 
good b atter, good m ilk and good cheese. 
T here is one th in g m ore I should like to 
add. 
I suppose it is absolutely essential 
th a t anim als should be k indly talked to.

“ cow catcher” F o rtu n e had clim bed along

to

pilot and was 
upon th e 
noble 
em blem of 
A m erican 
liberty, w hen a lively tussle ensued. T he 
eagle fought viciously for his liberty, and 
the firem an was equally 
determ ined of 
m ak ing him prisoner. 
T he struggle was 
som ething unique, and had about it ele­ 
m ents of th e terrific. 
T he train w as going 
at the rate of forty-five m iles an hour. T he 
m an hail to hold by one h and w ith all 
h is pow er to one o f th e iron guards below 
th e headlight to keep his footing as the 
engine sw ayed trom side to sid e a n d bound­ 
ed over the inequalities of the track in its 
headlong race* against tim e, and m anaged 
th e eagle w ith the o th er h an d .

M ild e w . 
As bearing on the question of m ildew on 
vines, it is interesting to note the report of 
a com m ittee of in q u iry on the subject ap ­ 
pointed 
by 
th e 
Paris Pharm aceutical 
Society. 
T he m ildew itself is a fungous 
grow th, like th e oak-apple, the nut-gall, 
and sim ilar excrescences, and is caused by 
a kind of acarus, w hich stings the leaf of 
th e grapevine near th e roots of th e hair, 
occasioning th e latter to enlarge and turn 
round, so as to form a shelter for the tana: 
of the insect. 
In other cases a cell o f the 
leaf is stung, and a blister is iurm ed as a 
receptacle for th e sam e. 
T he rem edy for 
the disease recom m ended by the com m ittee 
is sulphate of copper, w ith or w ithout 
slaked lim e. 
T he sam e m alady had p re­ 
viously occupied the attention of th e con­ 
gress of w ine-grow ers from all parts of 
F rance w hich assem bled at B ordeaux in 
the last week of A ugust last. T here it was 
referred to a special com m ission of experts, 
w ho «¡com m ended t i e application of a 
sitn iln ran tid o ie, and liid great stress upon 
th e im portance o f using none but sulphate 
of copper of guaranteed p u rity . T h is rem ­ 
edy has been successfully em ployed for 
m any years past by G reek vignerons ; but 
it is im portant to observe th a t they never 
have recou tse to it except under certain 
m eteorological conditions. For. they argue, 
it i- not th e su lp h u r which destroys the 
dreaded enem y, but the sulphurous vapor 
w hich is throw n o ff; and hence they only 
apply the substance w hen they can calcu­ 
late upon four-and-tw enty hours of contin­ 
uous heat and stilln isi. 
In confirm ation 
of th e soundness of th eir practice, the 
Greeks appeal to I he fact th a t m ildew is 
un k n ow n in vineyards grow ing on the 
slopes of volcanoes like Vesuvius, S antorin, 
an d others, w here th eatm o sp h e reisaiw ay s 
m ore or less im nregnated w ith sulphurous 
vapors.— S /•'. Merchant.

The case o f the People vs. Milton Mc­ 
W horter, fur manslaughter, in the killing 
o f T. G. Robinson in August last, was re­ 
sum ed in Department Two o f the Superior 
Court yesterday m orning at 10 o’clock, 
Judge W ilson, of San Francisco, presiding. 
There was the usual crowd o f spectators 
present. 
The first witness called was J. E . H ol- 
lingshead, for the defense. 
W itness was 
asked what threats he had heard T. G. 
Robinson m ake against 
defendant 
Mc­ 
W horter. 
lie answered that he was in 
com pany with Robinson on the 27th of 
Ju ly last at Colfax, Placer county,on which 
occasion witness told Robinson he saw the 
latter’s nam e used in an article in the 
M arysville Democrat in connection with a 
certain alleged escapade in Nevada City. 
Robinson said that if the editor of that 
paper had thus published him he would 
“stam p the g—s out of the little ------------- 
the first lim e he saw him." 
On cross-examination witness said that 
Robinson requested witness to seud him a 
copy of the paper referred to, and denied 
the charge m ade in its colum ns. 
W itness 
repeated the conversation at Colfax in sub­ 
stantially the sam e terms as contained in 
his testimony' of the preceding day. 
Sherifl M. M. Drew was next called. 
W itness testified that - he was formerly 
U nited States Marshal. 
T. G. Robinson 
i n 
was appointed By him , at the request of 
Judge Rhodes, to serve writs of injunction 
issued by the United States Cocrt. 
On cross-exam ination witness 
said he 
knew o f no method of appointing a Deptity 
United States Marshal except in the one 
regular m anner. 
Deceased had the usual 
regular appointment. 
The defense next called General A. L. 
Hart, who testified that he is one of the 
attorneys for the prosecution, and also an 
attorney for the Anti-Debris Association, 
in its litigation with hydraulic-m iners. 
W itness was handed a copy oí the Stock­ 
ton M ail, of Tuesday last, containing a 
copy of an alleged letter to a party in that 
city, purporting to have been written by an 
attorney for the prosecution in this case, 
and asked if the letter was written by him , 
or by his authority. 
The publication referred to (but which 
was not then offered in evidence) was as 
follows, as printed in the Stockton Mail, 
followed by an editorial criticism : 
“ A gentleman connected with the Mail, 
has received the following com m unication 
from an attorney of Sacramento. 
The 
nam e of the person receiving the letter is 
omitted for obvious reasons, and that of 
the man sending it is left out at the for­ 
m er’s request, made out of consideration 
for the attorney’s feelin gs: 
'• Deaf. Sir.: I>o you know anything concern­ 
ing M. McWhorter, who is now on trial for the 
killing of T. U. R o b in so n If you know of any 
tiling of his history, or anything in connection 
with the act for which he is being tried, will 
you please send m e a full statem ent ? I am em ­ 
ployed to assist in the prosecution, and any in ­ 
hum ation w hich you m ay be able to give will 
be thankfully accepted." 
W itness said that such a letter m ight 
have been written and sent from his office, 
but he did not know of it. 
Joseph Gutte, a deputy in the County 
Clerk's office, was called and asked if 
there was any written appointm ent on file 
o f Charles T. Jones, as a Deputy District 
Attorney. 
W itness replied there was not. 
Mr. Jones then took from his pocket a 
paper which witness identified as being in 
District Attorney Bruner's handwriting, 
and which designated Mr. Jones as a Dep­ 
uty District Attorney. 
The defense then called 
Milton Mc­ 
W horter, the delendant. 
He testified that 
h e is -'.1 years of age, and had a fam ily of 
three children. 
H is weight is 12." pounds. 
H e first m etT . G. Robinson in Marysville, 
about two years ago; was introduced by 
Mr. Lowry; subsequently m et Mr. Robin­ 
son at the trial of the North Bloomfield 
Company, and frequently afterward; had 
no personal feeling or tnaiice against de­ 
ceased ; had been publisher of the Marys­ 
v ille Democrat since November, 1AS4. [W it­ 
ness here identified "Certain articles pub­ 
lished in his paper.] 
H e thought it his 
duty as a public journalist to expose any­ 
body whom ho thought m ight be robbing 
the Treasury of Yuba county; saw in the 
Nevada Transcript an item concerning a 
person being driven out of a house of ill 
fam e in that place, and learned from sev­ 
eral persons that the real party was T. G. 
Robinson, and so published it; saw evi­ 
dences that hydraulic m ines were running, 
and visited the m ountains and saw the 
m ines operating; returned to M arysville 
and charged the anti-hydraulic agents with 
not doing their duty ; the county was pay­ 
ing out considerable m oney, and taxes 
were high and onerous, and lie considered 
it his duty as a public journalist to expose 
those whom h e considered responsible. 
W itness then testified to the nature of the 
threats m ade by Robinson and which had 
been repeated to him . 
Before witness’ 
criticism of Robinson in the Democrat, the 
latter had caused to he published in the 
Sutter Farmer a bitter article against wit­ 
ness. 
W itness then gave the nam es of the 
parties w ho told him of Robinson’s threats, 
and spoke of his interviews with Senator 
Cross. 
In consequence of the advice of 
Senator Cross, witness 
left 
his corre­ 
spondent’s desk at the Capitol and went to 
M arysville in order to avoid a difficulty 
w ith Robinson. 
H e returned a few days 
afterward to see .1. DeBarth Shorb and W. 
B. Carr in regard to m oney m atters; caused 
a pistol to be purchased because of having 
heard that Kobinson would kill him on 
sight; did not com e to Sacramento for the 
purpose o f getting in Robinson’s way : on 
the contrary, stood greatly in dread of him . 
W itness said he always slopped at the State 
H ouse Hotel when in Sacramento, and 
w ent there to supper on the evening o f the 
shooting ; sat down in front of the hotel to 
chat with James O’B nen concerning wit­ 
ness’ own affairs; Kobinson 3oon came 
along and looked savagely at wifness as he 
passed: he went to the corner and looked 
about, and then went into a saloon; he 
soon returned and sat down in front of the 
hotel, looking witness steadily in the fece; 
lie i Robinson) soon went in and looked 
at 
the 
hotel 
register, and asked 
the 
proprietor som ething; he soon returned 
and stood in the doorway : then asked Mr. 
Chandler who witness was, und Chandler 
told him it was McW horter; he came 
over and grabbed witness, saying, “ f want 
to settle with you, sir!" 
W itness said, 
“ Very well, I am always ready to settle 
any matters o f mine." 
Robinson said, 
“ S'ou may pull your pistol as soon as you 
please." 
W itness replied that he could 
settle Ids business with gentlemen without 
any- pistol. 
Robinson then showed witness 
a paper and asked if he fathered those 
articles, and witness replied he did. 
Rob­ 
inson then assaulted witness, and after 
striking him m ade an effort as if to duaw 
a pistol, and witness 
then 
drew his. 
Robinson said, “ Damn you. I’ll take your 
own pistol from you and blow your brains 
out!" 
H e then grabbed witness' pistol, 
and witness, in order to save his own life, 
pulled the trigger, intending to shoot Rob­ 
inson in the hips and thus disable him , 
but Robinson pulled tiie weapon up higher 
just as it was discharged. 
Robinson con­ 
tinued to struggle with witness in the en­ 
deavor to wrest the latter's pistol from him , 
an ! the latter cried to the bystanders to take 
him off. 
After they had been separated 
w itness saw Robinson draw bis pistol as if 
to shoot witness, and witness mude an ef­ 
fort to get out ot the way, wBen an officer 
called out to som e person to arrest him . 
W itness had no arrangement with any 
friends to be present at that or any tim e 
in anticipation o f a difficulty. 
W itness 
th in related what occurred subsequent to 
the shooting, concerning his arrest, etc. 
On the way to the station-house he met 
Assem blym an Motfitt, whom witness asked 
to accompany him for protection. 
W itness was then questioned regarding 
the interview at the station-house on the 
follow ing 
day 
with 
District 
Attorney 
Forbes. 
He said that F. A. Lashells, F. J. 
Clark and othcre wore present. 
H e denied 
having said to Forbes that the thing had 
to occur, and he ; witness) had taken care 
to not to have it take place in Marysville. 
T he defendant was cross-exam ined by 
Mr. Jones. 
In reply to questions, he an­ 
swered that he had been married thirteen 
years, and was born in Georgia. 
The de­ 
fense objected to any further testimony in 
that direction, and the Court held that the 
Supreme Court had ruled surh testimony 
to be invalid, at.d this Court m ust be gov­ 
erned by that decision, although — his 
H onor remarked—he did not regard it as 
good law . 
Resum ing, witness said that when he 
went to M arysville he had a partner in the 
publication o f the Democrat. 
The paper 
was not started as an organ in the interest 
o f the hydraulic m iners, but in the inter­ 
ests o f the Democracy. 
W itness did re­ 
quest John M urphy to introduce him to 
Robinson ; had been previously introduced 
by Lowry, but Robinson did not seem to 
rem em ber w itn ess; at that tim e witness 
did not think anything had been said in 
h is paper against R obinson; he desired to 
get som e information from Robinson re­ 
garding the alleged operation o f hydraulic 
m ines in the m ountains; Robinson de­ 
nied to witness that any m ines were run­ 
ning, and witness got the im pression that 


Robinson had not told the truth; m et 
Robinson several tim es after that, but did 
not speak to him because Robinson did 
not speak to w itn ess; the tim e that wit­ 
ness introduced Judge Craddock to Robin­ 
son, was on the occasion when witness was 
first introduced to Robinson ; had no ani­ 
m osity toward deceased at any tim e. 
W itness then gave som e testim ony re­ 
garding his business and financial affairs, 
which is not of public interest. 
Recess till 1:30 p. m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
On reassembling. General Hart asked 
that his clerk Mr. Gale, be placed on the 
stand to show under what circumstances 
the letter in the Stockion Mail was pub­ 
lished, as he had ascertained that the letter 
was written by him . 
The defense did not see fit to place Mr. 
Gale on the stand, and the prosecution pro­ 
ceeded w ith the cross-exam ination of the 
defendant. 
W itness said, In response to a question, 
that he knew L. L. Robinson was Presi­ 
dent of the Miners’ Association. 
W itness 
was under the impression that T. G. Rob­ 
inson was em ployed in the interest of Yuba 
county in watching the hydraulic miners ; 
thought he had seen bills o f Robinson’s al­ 
lowed by the Supervisors of Yuba county, 
and supposed he was em ployed by the 
Anti-debris 
Committee of 
the County 
Board ; for this reason witness considered 
it his d u ff to expose any lack of duty on 
his part. 
W itness’ taxes last year were 
about $90, and it was very hard for him to 
pay it. 
In regard to the publication of the 
item concerning the alleged escape o f Rob 
iuson from a house of ¿1-fam e in Nevada 
eh e vi 
City, witness said he believed his informa 
tion concerning the affair was correct and 
reliable. 
H is information was obtained 
from E. S. M cPhetridge, in M arysville, and 
the story was that Robinson ran from a 
house of ill-repute, kept by one May Rob­ 
inson, during a fire. A few days afterwards 
Mr. Forbes also told witness of the alleged 
escapade. 
W itness, Forbes 
and Juoge 
Craddock were in conversation at 
the 
tim e. 
The matter o f the escapade came 
up, and Mr. Forbes said that Robinson 
was the person referred to. 
A t that m eet­ 
ing Mr. ¿’orbes was the first person who 
used Robinson’s nam e in that connection. 
The general topic of conversation was in 
relation to the Pioneer m ine. 
Could not 
remember that Craddock was attacking, 
and Forbes defending, the m anagement of 
that case on behalf of the Anti-Debris 
Association. 
W itness said the reason he 
published the item about Robinson was 
that he thought a man of that kind should 
not be em ployed by the public and paid 
out of the County Treasury. 
W itness re­ 
membered publishing a statement to the 
effect that he had seen the North Bloom ­ 
field m ine running, and charged that Rob­ 
inson was not doing his duty. In the Court 
of Chancery witness did testify that it was 
at night when he saw the m ine running, 
and could not swear positively whether it 
was the North Bloom field or the Eureka 
Ledge, an adjoining m ine. 
Duhane was 
the first person that told witness of the 
threats m ade by Robinson against him ; 
others told witness afterward; could not 
tell what particular articles were referred 
to as provoking these threats. 
After Jam es 
U'Brien told w itness of the threats the lat­ 
ter regarded the m atter in a serious figh t; 
at first he did not; som e o f the charges 
made against Robinson witness had investi­ 
gated and found them substantiated; was 
always ready and w illing to retract any­ 
thing published by him against another 
when convinced of error. 
Judge Craddock 
told witness that Robinson had said he 
would kill him on sight. 
W itness said he 
procured a pistol because he believed his 
life in danger; did not intend to use it un­ 
less his life should be in danger. 
At this point witness was subm itted to a 
long cross-exam ination regarding the cir­ 
cum stances of the bom ic.de, but his story 
did not differ from that given on his direct 
exam ination. 
On re-direct exam ination witness said 
that prior to the hom icide he had never 
known or heard of T. G. Robinson being 
other than an able-bodied man. 
The defendant concluded his testim ony 
at half-past three o'clock p. M. 
The defense then called J. O. Sweetland, 
of Yuba county. 
W itness was formerly a 
Deputy Assessor in that county ; was at 
one tim e engaged in hydraulic m ining ; 
never had any m oney transaction w ith T. 
G. Robinson in relation to the running of 
m ines. 
The defense here rested, and the prose­ 
cution announced its readiness to proceed 
with rebuttal testim ony. 
The first w itness called was F. F . Teb- 
bets, a Supervisor of Sacramento. 
Knew 
T. G. Robinson for several years ; people 
generally spoke w ell o f him; his reputation 
for honesty and integrity was good. 
On cross-examination witness said that 
he believed that Messrs. H anson and Kro- 
m er had spoken highly* o f Robinson; 
it 
tvss several years ago that he heard Mr. 
Hanson speak of him; never heard his 
honesty or integrity spoken o f since his 
connection w ith the A nti-H ydraulic A sso­ 
ciation. 
L. L. Lewis testified that he was well ac­ 
quainted with T. G. Robinson for several 
years; never heard his honesty or integ­ 
rity' questioned. 
Cross exam ined : Had business relations 
with deceased while 
the latter kept a 
stable; alter he left the stable witness saw 
him only occassionally. 
Charles R. Parsons testified that he knew 
T. G. Robinson about eight years. 
H is 
reputation was good. 
Cross-exam ined: Had business relations 
with deceased ; rented him a stable ; have 
heard George Cadwalader speak w ell of 
him ; Robinson was always prompt in his 
dealings with witness. 
P hilip Douglass, an em ploye at the rail­ 
road yard, said he knew T. G. Robinson for 
several years; his reputation in the com ­ 
m unity was good ; never heard it ques­ 
tioned. 
Cioss-exantiiied : 
Robinson w o.ked for 
witness several years ago. and his reputa­ 
tion am ong the men at the shops was good. 
Judge W. A. Henry' testified that he 
knew the deceased ; was acquainted with 
his general reputation ; it was good. 
Cross-examined : 
Do not like to speak 
ill of anyone ; could not at present call to 
m ind a person in the com m unity'w hose 
reputation for honesty and integrity (out- 
sids of the crim inal classes) witness would 
care to call in question. 
John Breuner testified that he knew T. 
G. Robinson for five or six years ; his rep­ 
utation for honesty and integrity' was good. 
Cross-exam ined: 
Tiie defendant 
had 
bought goods from w itn ess and always 
paid his bills; that was all he knew about 
him ; people thought well of him . 
M. A. Burke testified that he knew T. G. 
Robi”son nine or ten years som ewliat inti­ 
mately ; never beard his reputation ques­ 
tioned. 
R. M. d ark en testified that he knew T. 
(1. Kobinson three or four years: never 
beard his reputation for honesty or integ­ 
rity questioned. 
Cross-examined : Am a partner of R. T. 
Devlin, one o f the attorneys for the anti- 
bydraulickers; 
deceased had personally 
professional relations with Mr. Robinson ; 
advised witli bint regarding the securing of 
a pension, etc. 
II. N. Btigbey tt^ lie d to having known 
T. G. Robinson about a year; deceased had 
served papers for witness: his reputation 
was good. 
C ross-exam ined: 
Heard his character 
discussed by several persons about the tim e 
of his death. 
W in. J. D avis testified that he knew T. 
G. Robinson about three years ; his reputa­ 
tion was good. 
Cross-exam ined: 
Heard 
hiS character 
discussed in a conversation about a Placer 
county m ine; had not heard anybody else 
discuss the matter; m et Mr. Robinson fre­ 
quently. 
Sheriff M. M. Drew testified that he was 
w ell acquainted with T. G. Robinson; 
never heard his reputation for honesty or 
integrity discussed 
- 
R. T. Devlin testified that be bad been 
an 
attorney for the anti-hydraulickers. 
W itness was exam ined touching the rela­ 
tions of C. E. Sexey w ith anti-debris litiga­ 
tion along the American river. 
W itness 
said Sexey had not for several years been 
connected with litigation in that locality. 
T . G. Robinson bad been em ployed on one 
occasion to serve papers »n Hobson, an 
American river miner. 
H is labors were 
chiefly on the Bear, Yuba and Feather 
rivers'. 
W itness knew him quite inti­ 
m ately for m any years ; his general repu­ 
tation was good. 
Cross-examined—Am not the keeper of, 
nor agent for. C. E. S ex ey ; he m ight be 
engaged in various things without w itness’ 
knowledge. 
Mr. Robinson bad been the 
trusted agent of witness and his clients in 
anti-bvdraulic litigation. 
Redirect—Cannot say that I know J. B . 
Hobson : was one o f the attorneys in the 
case of Sacramento county against said 
H ob son ; Sexey had nothing to do with 
that case. 
E. R. W aring testified that he knew L. 
L. Robinson, President o f the Miners’ As­ 
sociation. 
H e was interested in the North 
Bloom field m ine. 
W itness was acting un­ 
der the instruction o f T. G. Robinson as an 
agent o f the Anti-Debris Association, and 
operated about Nevada City. You Bet, and 
otln-r places. 
Visited the North Bloom ­ 
field m ine in 1885. 
W itness was instructed 
by T. O. Kobinson that if he found the 
mine running to report either to him (Rob- 1

SUMMARY. 


T he average temperature for January for the past thirty-seven years was 4(1 9°, w hile 
the temperature lor this m onth was 48.5°. which is l.fi0 warmer flian the average of 
m any years. 
The coldest January was 1854, when its average was 43°. and the lowest 
19°, w hile the lowest for January, 1887, was 30°. T he average rainfall for January dur­ 
ing the last thirty-seven years was 3.84 in ch es; the present m onth only gave 1.12 
inches, being 2.72 inches below the average precipitation for m any years. 
The greatest 
January rainfall was 15.04 inches, in 1»U2. and the sm allest rainfall was .58 o f an inch, 
in 1852. 
There has been only four Januarys in thirty-seven years that gave a less 
am ount o f rainfall than the one just closed. 
Those years and am ounts were, January, 
1851, .05 o f an inch ; the season of 1S50-51, 4.71 in ch es; 1852, .58 of an inch; the season

THE SL0AT MONUMENT. 


Ilo e s He D e s e r r e a M o n u m e n t o r th e 
C ental re o f th e S ta* e? 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : 
A s a bill has been 
introduced in the Legislature providing for 
the erection o f a m onum ent to Commodore 
Sloat, w ho took possession of California 
after the outbreak of the M exican war, the 
question m ay w ell be asked whether he is 
worthy of such an honor. 
A m onum ent 
would seem to im ply that this State was 
saved to the United States by som e m erito­ 
rious action of his, but does history bear 
out such a claim ? 
From the apparently 
irrefragable evidence 
presented by Mr. 
Bancroft, in the fifth volum e of his history 
of California, it would seem that he raised 
our Mag at Monterey b.cause his instruc­ 
tions from W ashington gave him no option 
whatever. 
It appears that w h ile war was brewing 
with M exico he received positive and re­ 
pented instructions from the Secretary of 
. I _ 
T 
i 
I 'n 1 i LlPli I ,1 i ilAuto of 
the N avy to seize the California ports at 
once, when he should obtain definite in­ 
formation that hostilities had begun ; for 
the G overnm ent desired prompt action so 
that the United States would not be fore­ 
stalled bv England, or any other foreign 
power. 
Sloat was at Mazatlan, where his 
m ovem ents were closely watched by the 
English vessels, when he received, on May 
17, 1846, the first definite new s of the open­ 
ing of the war. 
H e at once dispatched one 
of his vessels to California, bearing to Con­ 
sul Larkin a confidential letter stating that 
he would follow im m ediately. 
But irreso­ 
lution followed his first im pulse, and he re­ 
m ained inactive at Mazatlan. 
Tw o weeks after receiving the first dis­ 
patch, he heard o f General Taylor's battles 
on the R io Grande, and this stim ulated 
him to write to the Secretary of the N avy 
that he would sail im m ediately for Califor­ 
nia. 
But again his enthusiasm waned, and 
he did nothing. 
W hen the capture of 
Matamoras was at length announced, the 
irresolute Commodore wrote to the Secre­ 
tary o f the N avy that upon mature reflec­ 
tion h e had concluded that his instructions 
did not justify him as yet in taking posses­ 
sion o f California. 
T his remarkable de­ 
cision was highly disapproved pt W ashing­ 
ton, and brought a severe reprim and'from 
the Secretary- o f the N avy, who on the 
same day relieved Sloat of com m and. But 
fortunately fortheC om m odore’s reputation 
he mustered courage enough to obey his 
standing 
orders 
before 
this 
censure 
reached him ; three weeks after first learn­ 
ing of active hostilities he received news 
of the blockading of Vera Cruz, and then 
he sailed for California. 
Reaching Mon­ 
terey, he at length decided, after delaying 
there a week, to raise the Stars and Stripes, 
fortunately taking the decisive step belore 
Admiral Seymour, of the British navy, ar­ 
rived in the harbor. 
If such a man is 
worthy of a m onum ent, m ight not the in­ 
scription appropriately read : 
“ In memory 
of Commodore Sloat. who reluctantly obeyed 
the instructions of this G overnm ent and 
raised the flag of the I'nited States at M on­ 
terey, on July 7,18-16.”

There were seven new diphtheria cases 
reported Thursday to the H ealth Officer. 
Benjam in Hagaiuan. wanfed in Canada 
for forgery, has been arrested in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The “U nion Grays,” a m ilitary company, 
com posed of Federal and Confederate vet­ 
erans has been organized with a member­ 
ship o f fifty-six. 
John H ayes, the mate of the ship Gath­ 
erer, who was held on a charge of beating 
and w ounding a seaman, pleaded guilty in 
the U nited States District Court. 
A ll of the parties belonging to the Coast 
Survey have returned lor the winter ex­ 
cept two. 
One nf these is stationed on the 
north shore o f San Pablo bay and the 
other on the south and east shores of Sui- 
sun bey. 
The San Francisco Police Judges have 
assured a com m ittee of business m en that 
they would hereafter require those arrested 
for selling lottery tickets to put up $100cash 
bail or require responsible sureties in the 
sum of $260. 
The new building of the Inventors’ In ­ 
stitute, located at the corner of Tenth and 
Market streets, is progressing very rapidly. 
It is the intention to soon issue $55,000 of 
first mortgage bonds, bearing 7 per cent, 
interest, anti to run for ten years.

V ol­ 
um e one is devoted to “ The Developm ent 
of Am erican Thought.” 
It is issued by 
G. P. Putnam 's Sons, New York and Lon­ 
don, and is for sale by A. L. Bancroft A 
Co., San Francisco. 
It is a large octavo 
volum e of over 530 pages. 
A second vol­ 
um e is to be issued in 1887, com pleting the 
series, and w ill be 
devoted 
to Am er­ 
ican 
poetry 
and 
fiction. 
W e 
have 
m ade 
but 
a 
partial 
ex­ 
am ination of Mr. Richardson's b o o k ; it 
is one not to be read otheiw ise than very 
deliberately. 
But we have progressed suf­ 
ficiently in it to pronounce it a work of 
m uch im portance and a m ost valuable 
contribution to literary criticism . 
It is a 
difficult task to estim ate, rank and analyze 
the achievem ents of Am erican authors, 
and few who have attempted it have come 
out of the effort without wounds and scars. 
National pride leads us in this matter into 
m uch 
resentm ent 
o f frank 
criticism. 
Richardson has realized this, and prepared 
his work with a clear conception ot the 
difficulties of the task and all it iuvolves. 
Judged from the European standpoint. 
Am erican literature has been 
belittled 
here, w holly m isconceived there and un­ 
duly exalted yonder, and but occasionally 
rightly’ judged. 
Its achievem ents 
have 
been under-estimated and over-estimated, 
while, measured by borne judgment, it has 
bad com paratively little unprejudiced criti­ 
cism . 
The difference between English and 
Am erican literature is not so broad as our 
foreign or our hom e critics have assumed. 
Ours is a branch oi the parent tree; old 
stock, indeed, in new soil. 
W hat can we 
expect of hom e judgm ent of the trans­ 
planted, when such as Victor H ugo confess 
ignorance o f Emerson and place Poe at the 
apex of our literary structure ? 
W hat can 
we expect when critics soberly estim ate 
Mark 
Twain and 
Bret 
Harte as 
our 
m ost 
characteristic 
writers, 
and 
when 
we 
find 
the 
earlier 
English 
critics, 
as Mr. Richardson points out, exalting 
Longfellow on the one hand, and rat­ 
ing 
him com m onplace on 
the other? 
The truth is, there has not been any settled 
judgm ent am ong ourselves as to the pface 
of Am erican literary genius in the world’s 
literature. 
Mr. Richardson’s fine work isa 
welcom e aid to bring us into closer agree­ 
m ent, and point out the paths by which 
alone we can reach a sound judgm ent. H e 
is neither extravagant in praise nor chilling 
in analysis, but judicial in bis calm, and 
dispassionate in a criticism that is philo­ 
sophical in character, as all true criticism 
m ust be. 
W e m ust set ourselves at a dis­ 
tance and view the work of our authors 
from a standpoint illum inated by any other 
than philosophical lights. 
We must bo 
able to seperate personal taste from per­ 
sonal dislike of sty'le, and judge it by 
standards of criticism measurably im per­ 
sonal. Richardson.better than any we recall, 
lias done this, so far as we have proceeded 
in his work. 
H e appears to us to be ex­ 
am ining effects by tlieir relation to causes; 
to be tracing the descent of far distant in ­ 
fluences into the factors o f hom e work ; to 
be am ong the coolest of those who have 
analytically exam ined the environm ent of 
Am erican genius and its influence in the 
developm ent of native ability. 
A ll things 
present are best judged by comparison with 
tilings of the past. 
Am erican literary 
achievem ent m ust he likew ise estimated. 
We m ust do as Richardson aids us in doing. 
E xam ine our own authors in tiie light of 
their surroundings, and beside the achieve­ 
m ents of others under wholly different or 
sim ilar conditions. 
In short, we m ust do 
as our author insists, “ consider Am ericau 
literature as calm ly as we would that of an­ 
other country, and under the sam e lim ita­ 
tion of perspective.
